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AN UNNECESSARY LOSS 


HOW A STAR ROUTE CLAIM WAS 
COMPROMISED, 
ALVIN O. BUCK’S FAILURE ON A ROUTE IN 
FLORIDA—THE GOVERNMENT’S CLAIM 
OF $26,874 SETTLED FoR $2,000—No 
ATTEMPT MADE TO SECURE MORE. 
Wasxineton, Dec. 27.—Alvin O. Buck 
was recently arrested in this city for partici- 
pation in the star route frauds, and was bound 
over by Commissioner Bundy. Buck became 
a failing contractor in 1880 and was allowed 
to settle with the department for a small sum. 
His case was mentioned in Mr. Gibson's report. 
The papers which describe the transaction 
kre few in number, The route from Gaines- 
ville to Tampa, Fla, was awarded to him 
for a term of four years, beginning July 1, 1880, 
at the rate of $7,497 perannum. The length 
of the route was 156 miles, the service six trips 
per week, and the running time only three 
and one-half miles per hour, He failed on 
Sept. 19, 1880, and then the department em- 
ployed temporary service at $16,450 per an- 
num, and afterward let the route for the re- 
mainder of the term at the rate of $14,690 
per annum. The department determined 
that Buek owed the Government $26,374. But 


before any action was taken for the purpese 


of collecting this amount of damages, Buck 
wrote to Sixth Auditor McGrew a long letter, 
In which he proposed a compromise. He de- 
clared that the immediate cause of his failure 


had been a storm, ‘My route for a large 


part of its length,” said he, ‘was inun- 
nated and covered with trees and iogs so 
thickly that a man could walk upon 
them for miles instead of stepping on the 
round.’’ He also declared that the county 
uthorities would not clear the road of these 
obstructions, and that for this reason he was 
unable to perform the service, ‘To settle the 
whole matter and be relieved from my bond,” 
paid he, ‘‘I think I can raise the sum of 
€2,000, and am willling to undertake it and pay 
the same over tothe Government if I can be 
released.” One would naturally expect 
that the Government in a_ case like 
this would look to the  contract- 
or’s bondsmen, but there is no evi- 
dence in the papers that the existence of 
bondsmen was known to Sixth Auditor Mc- 
Grew. These bondsmen were 8. N. Hoyt, 
Baid to be a wealthy man, who is largely inter- 
ested in Colorado -enterprises, and U. S. Bar- 
ringer. The bond accompanying the bid was 
for $9,400. No attempt seems to have been 
rade to discover the financial condition of the 


bondsmen or of the sureties on the contract, 


nor does there seem to have been any investi- 
gation concerning Buck’s resources. On the 
rontrary, the next step taken was the follow- 
ing recommendation:

Sm: I have the honor to inclose herewith the 
application of A, O. Buck, failing contractor on 
route No. 16,158, Florida, to pay the sum of $2,000 
in compromise of the liability of himself and sure- 
ties under the bond accompanying his bid on said 
route. The facts relative to his failure are 
£O fully set forth in Mr. Buck’s appli- 
cation that it is unnecessary for me to repeat 
them. The amount offered, $2,000, is a much larger 
sum than is usually offered in cases where the bond 


is not larger than in this case, viz., $9,400. The faet 
that Mr. Buck has been acontractorfor many years, 
and has always performed satisfactory service, that 
his offer is made iv advance of any demand upon 
him, and that he was dangerously ill at the time 
of failure, should be given due consideration. 
Under these circumstances, I have the honor to 
certify the case as coming within the provisions of 
section 409 of the Revised Statutes. and to recom- 
mend that on the payment of $2,000 Mr. Buck and 
his suretics be released from all responsibility ac- 
eruing from his failure on said route No, 16,158, 
Florida. Iam, Sir, very respeetfully,

This remarkable letter, although formally 
signed by McGrew, was the work of Deputy 
Auditor Lilley, who kas recently been indicted. 
This is shown by Lilley’s initials in the corner. 
The statement concerning the amounts ** usual- 
ly offered” in compromise reveals to some ex- 
tent the way of doimg business in the Auditor’s 








office. One year later Gen. Brady sent 
a letter to A. H. Bissell, acting As- 
sistant Attorney-General for the depart- 


ment, in which he stated the facts re- 
lating to SBuck’s service, adding that 
Buck’s bid was a very low one: that he had 
_Bublet the route for $7,500, and that the sub- 
contractors would not do the work. He also 
asserted that there had been a severe storm on 
the date mentioned by Buck. Mr. Bissell 
agreed to the compromise. Mr. Tyner then, 
as acting Postmaster-General, on Jan. 18, 1881, 
put on the following: 


I consent to the compromise within suggested by 
the Auditor of the Treasury for the Post Office 
Department. JAMES N. TYNER, 

Acting Postmaster-General. 

On the following pay, Buek paid the money. 
Not only was no effort made to collect the full 
amount due from Buck and his sureties, but 
another way in which the Government could 
have recovered the money was utterly 
ignored. Buck was a contractor on several 
other routes, and out of the money then due 
him on these routes and of that which would 
s00n fall due, the department could have made 
good this loss. There were.influences which 
prevented the officers from taking this course, 
and therefore the Government suffered in this 
ease a loss of $24,374. 

The new Grand Jury was completed to-day 
by filling the last vacancy. It is expected 
that the star route evidence will be submitted 
to this jury within a few days.

TARIFF COMMISSION BILLS. 

HOW THE LOBBY LOST MONEY LAST WINTER 
—THE PROSPECTS OF THE MORRILL BILL. 
Wasurneton, Dec. 27.—The manufac- 

turers of steel rails are reported to have or- 

ganized to urge the passage of one of the bills 
now pending in the Senate to authorize tho 
appointment of a commission to consider and 
report to a subsequent session of Congress on 
the tariff laws, with a view of securing 


their revision. These gentlemen, who have 


their agents here, are not actuated by 
BR desire to secure a revision of 
the present tariff laws, but on the 


contrary are striving to defeat or post- 
pone that result, and, seeing an epportunity to 
accemplish their purpose by the passage of an 
act to create a commission, have organized to 
favor that proposition. In urging the plan of 
a commission the steel rail manufacturers are 
proceeding upon the theory that a com- 
mission would aecomplish nothing, and 
that during the time that would be 
consumed by them in the  proseeution 
of their investigations the entire subject would 
be removed from Congress. It is reported here 
that the men who are now advocating the 
commission were represented at Washington 


last Winter by agents when the Eaton bill was 

nding, and that these agents expended on 
he lobby $15,000 to push the Eaton bill 
through the Senate. It is further reported 
that the money thus expended by the 
agents was not repaid by the steel manufac- 
turers for the reason that the bill was not 
passed through the House, the manufacturers 
tlaiming that the understanding was that the 
money was to be paid only in the event of the 
Eaton bill beiag favorably acted on by the 
two houses. The agents who thus lost 
their money, it is alleged, are now oppos- 
ing the passage of the commission bill in 
order to get even with the manufacturers, 
who, itis said, have made contracts for two 
years ahead for the delivery of steel rails at a 
stipulated figure and therefore are anxious to 
maintain existing prices until those contracts 
are performed. 

The friends of the commission preposition 
are confident that the Morrill bill will be 
passed by the Senate, but the indications for 
the passage of a bill of this kind by the House, 
judging from the expressions of members, are 

y no means encouraging. The Morrill bill 
provides for the appointment of nine Com- 
missioners from clvil life, whose compen- 
sation is fixed at $10 per diem, and who 
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are authorized to take into consideration and 
to investigate all the questions relating to the 
agricultural, commercial, mercantile, manu- 
facturing, mining, and industrial interests of 
the United States, so far as the same may 
be necessary to the establishment of a 
judicious tariff or a _ revision of the 
existing tariff and the existing- system 
of internal revenue laws upon a scale 
of justice to all interests. The bill of Senator 
Garland provides for a eommission of nine 
persons, three of whom shall be selected from 
the members of the Senate, three from the 
House of Representatives, and three from civil 
life. The Committee on Finance have directed 
both bills to be reported to the Senate after 
the holiday recess—that of Mr, Morrill with 
an affirmative, and that of Mr. Garland with 
@ negative, recommendation.

TALK ABOUT THE CABINET. 

A RUMOR THAT EX-SENATOR SARGENT AND 
WILLIAM E, CHANDLER WILL BE AP- 
POINTED. 

WasHINGTON, Dec. 27.—It is now as- 
serted in this city, by persons who are sup- 
posed to have trustworthy sources of informa- 
tion, that ex-Senator Sargent, of California, 
will be Secretary of the Interior, and that tho 
office of Secretary of the Navy will be offered 
to William E. Chandler. There does not seem 
to be, however, up to this time, sufficient evi- 
dence to show that these places will not be 


iven to ex-Senator Chaffee and ex-Secretary 

outwell, as has already been predicted. It is 
known that strong efforts in Mr. Chandler’s 
behalf have been made by his friends. It has 
recently been intimated in several newspapers 
that Mr. Chandler is not so earnest a sup- 
porter of Mr. Blaine as he once was. It is 
said that ex-Secretary Boutwell enjoys, in 
his present position, a much larger in- 
come than he would receive as Secre- 
tary of the Navy, while his expenses are 
smaller than they would be if he were in 
the Cabinet. On this aceount it is asserted 
that he is by no means anxious for a change. 
On the other hand, it is saidfthat the office of 
Secretary of the Interior has few attractions 
for Mr, Chaffee, who is a man of large wealth 
and extensive landed and mining interests in 
the Territories, There isa great deal of hard 


work for any Secretary of the Interior who 
desires to do all that ought to be done and to 
do it in the best way. 


THE CINCINNATI APPOINTMENTS, 
THE COXTEST IN OHIO BETWEEN BUTTER- 


WORTH AND YOUNG. 


Crnormnati, Dec. 27.—The fight over the 
Cincinnati appointments is likely to be tem- 
porarily transferred from Washington to this 
city. President Arthur signified, scme time 


ago, that if the Cincinnati Congressmen would 


agree as to who should be appointed he would 


follow their recommendation in each case, 
But that has not simplified matters in the 
least. Butterworth, who represents the First 
District, is distinetly a Garfield Republican, 
and his position is approved by nine-tenths of 
his own constituency and by an equal portion 
of Republicans in his colleague’s district, This 





wing of the party has been in the as- 
cendency in Cincinnati since some time 
prior to the Hayes campaign. It is 


well organized, harmonious, and in possession 
ef the office. The Lineoln Club, the strongest 
political organization in the State, is com- 
posed almost exclusively of men who are 
warm supporters of the policy which Presi- 
dent Garfield had marked out. The Second 
District is represented by Gen. Young, 
who was a Sherman man at Chicago and was 
re-elected to Congress by the supporters of 
Sherman ard Garfield, but who has not been 
able to control appointments, and, becoming 
jealous of Butterworth and apprehensive that 
there was a ring arrayed against him, bas 


been seeking comfort among the Stalwarts, It 


has been his boast, made through the press, 
that he was President Arthur’s adviser in 
Ohio, and, being now ‘on top,’’ should reward 
his friends and punish his enemies. He is, of 
course, being nursed by the Stalwart faction, 
which, though smal! im numbers, has produced 
candidates for all the Government offices, 

Messrs, Butterworth and Young had a confer- 
ence in Washington, but could not agree upon 
candidates, andjit is mow announced that they 
will try and come to an understanding while 
at home during the holiday vacation. Young 
has not yet arrived, but Butterworth is here, 
and his office was te-day swarmed with vis- 
itors. He is being urged to fight the Stalwart 
appointments, and tho issue is awaited with 
great interest. Itis claimed that the Cincin- 
nati appointments will be the best indication 
yet disclosed of the probable course of the 
present Administration. Itis a square issue 
between the friends of Gen. Garfield and Gen. 
Grant.

PENNSYLVANIA TAX LAWS. 


—_——_._— 


A BTRONG PLEA FOR THE EXEMPTION OF 
MANUFACTURING CORPORATIORS, 


PHILADELPHIA, Dee. 27.—A meeting of the 
State Revenne Commission was held here to-day, 
at which State Treasurer Butler reported that the 
revenue was largely in excess of the expenditures, 
and recommended that the committee direct its 
attention to areduction of taxation. An impor- 
tant report was made bya sub-committee on 
corporations and partnerships, which recom- 
mended that the tax on the capital stock 
of manufacturing corporations be repealed. 
The annual revenue from this tax is esti- 
mated at $300,000, but the report points ont 
that the act of July 2, 1873, authorizing 
the formation of limited partnerships and 
exempting those formed for manufactur- 


ing and mercantile purposes from taxation gives 
such associations an uefair advantage over others 
formed under previous laws. ‘The report says: 
‘** Practically, the State has no tax on limited part- 
nerships, the exception having had the effect 
of a repeal of the act. Some of the largest 
manufacturing industries of the State are 
organized under this law and their exemption 
from State taxation gives them an advantage over 
manufacturing corporations engaged in the same 
business, many of which have paid large amounts 
of taxes. One corporation in particular is found 
to have paid taxes amounting to $330, while its 
most formidable rival, being a limited partnership 
association, wasexempt. Such associations then, 
if organized for manufacturing purposes, ought to 
ay the same tax, or the tax on manufactnr- 
ng corporations ought to be repealed. ‘This 
is demanded by the rule of equality in taxation 
which this commission will feel itself bound to 
apply in any revision of the laws it may recom- 
mend. The repeal of the tax on manufacturing 
corporations is preferred, as the imposition of a 
like tax on manufacturing associations was defeat- 
ed when the act ot 1879 was passed, and the reasons 
for that defeat are still valid. The capital of man- 
ufacturing corporations invested in real estate is 
subject to all local taxes, and our observation leads 
us to think that the real estate of such companies 
is one assessed higher than that of individ- 
uals 


The report adds: “This State no longer has un- 
questioned supremacy in manufactures. A quar- 
ter of a century ago Western manufactures of 
iron and steel were insignificant. But now the 
balance of importance lies west of Pittsburg, and 
our own products are therefore rendering de- 
pendent on transportation. Almost the only ad- 
vantage we pessess is cheap fuel, and that is neu- 
tralized by charges in other material required to 
be hauled long distances or on products sent 
to distant markets. Successful operation in 
many establisnments depends on freight 
charges, and managers, if they spoke frankly, 
would say, if the question of location were a new 
one and now to be decided, ‘We could probably 
find a more advantageous situation for our plant 
outside the State.’ Under these circumstances the 
location of new industries may be deterred by 
our tax laws, Your sub-committee is advised of 
cases where astrong preference for a location in 
Pennsylvania was overcome by such considera- 
tions and also of large investments by our own citi- 
zens in manufactories just outside the borders of 
the Stite.”” The report closes with a recommen- 
dation that the example of other States in exempt- 
ing manufacturers from taxation should be copied 
by Pennsylvania.

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WORTHLESS SHIPS OF WAR 


THE LESSON OF THE DISASTER TO 
THK TENNESSEE, 

NAVAL CONSTRUCTOR POOR TAKES OCCA- 
SION TO CRITICISE THE ADVISORY 
BOARD’S REPORT—SUCH VESSELS AS 
THE TENNESSEE SHOWN TO BE WORTH- 
LESS IN WARFARE—THE REMEDY. 

Wasurneton, Dec. 27.—The official re- 
port of the Board of Survey appointed by the 
Secretary of the Navy to inquire into the 
cause and extent of the damage to the United 
States steamer Tennessee, by collision with 
the steamer Western Texas, in New-York Har- 
bor, shows that the blame for the collision 
rests entirely upon the officers of the last 
named vessel, that five or six weeks will be 
required to repair the damages received by the 
Tennessee, and that the repairs will involve an 
expenditure of about $7,200. 

This accident to the Tennessee has induced 
Naval Constructer Poor to offer a timely crit- 
icism on the present condition of the Navy and 
to present some practical suggestions in refer- 
ence to the kind of war vessels that should be 
constructed by the United States. ‘‘The re- 
cent coilision of the Tennessee,’? says Con- 
tractor Poor, ‘‘ with an ordinary iron steamer 


shows us what we might have to depend upon 


with our wooden navy, if we should be forced 
into a war with a foreign power. The Tennes- 
see is one of our fastest ships. in which every- 
thing was sacrificed to speed and upon the 


machinery of which the best engineering talent 


has been expended in order to produce a very 


fast ship. In fact, she is a sister ship of the 
Florida, whose machinery is said to have 
driven her 20 statute miles per hour. But 
what a shell. With not more than two or 


three water-tight bulkheads, how readily she 
can be destroyed. It would seem to the 


writer that those who have advocated the 
building of wooden ships for our new navy 
would see at a glance what paper things 
they are to play with in these times. 
Does not it behoove the public to look 
sharp after what may be done in this direc- 
tion? Would it not be well to wait one, two, 
or three years, before vast expenditures be 
made and no better results obtained than is 
shown in building single-shelled vessels of the 
Tennessee’s size? Even it built of iren, in my 
opinion, it is dangerous to build single-shelled 
vessels for ships of war, witheut armor- 
plating. The ordinary iron-clads of the large 
navies of the world have an ordinary speed 


of from 18 to 15 knots, according to 
the printed reports. Are we assured that our 
steam machinery will exceed 15 knots for the 
new ones? Ithink the late Advisory board 
recommend to build iron cruisers, limiting the 
speed to 15 knots and some wooden vessels of 
10 knots speed or thereabout, leaving out of 
sight that class of vessels which we would have 
to fight if war was declared to-morrow, armed 
with guns of enormous calibre, one shot 
from whieh would annihilate one such ship as 
the Tennessee, 

**T now ask the question, Why did not this 
board recommend the building of the class of 
ships which could cope with such ships as we 
would have to meet if a war was declared with 
any foreign nation? and has any newmethod 
been found out by whieh our swift 15-knot 
shells can cope with iron-clads of equal speed 
having armored sides! I say, then, that we 
should pause and not expend the money 
required for a navy until we know 





that in the expendture our ships which we will 
build will be fully equal, if not superior, to 
those which we will have to meet, not only in 
speed, but in endurance in battle, Again, I 
ask, what can a ram of 2,000 tons displace- 
ment effect against a ship that has 10 or 12 
inches of iron with a displacement of 10,000 
tons, the speed of both ships being about 
equal? It would end in the destruc- 
tion of the ram, for she would act 
as though she had struek a_ rock, 
and do herself as much injury as 
she did the opponent, if not more. The princi- 
ple of ramming is a correct one; but the ram 
power to be used must be graduated to the 
class of vessels which she has to meet. In iron- 
clads having iron plating from six to twenty- 
four inches in thickness, and also having a 
speed of from 12 to 15 knots per hour, we 
recognized the fact of the power of one ship if 
properly constructed against anavy when our 
whole country stood trembling at the advance 
of the Merrimac from Norfolk. What had we 
to meet her but a little unheard-of ship—a ship 
whieh was christened a cheese-box on a raft. 
The Merrimac had already destroyed all the 
ordinary ships in her way, but being met with 
a proper ship more powerful than berself she 
was compelled to step and return. This seems 
to me to be a guide for us now. In the forma- 
tion of a new navy build such ships that 
when these great ships come upon us with 
their great speed, armament, and armor they 
may meet such vessels as will compel them 
to turn back, The great expenditure of money 
required for a navy would not then be thrown 
away. 

In my judgment it is desirable that each 
single gun shall be put afloat and so well pro- 
tected that it will cope with the best already 
built. It seems to me that ships can be built 
if the number of guns are reduced that can 
cope with even the Inflexible and make her 
wish torun away. The problem I would pro- 
pose, then, is to set afloat one pewerful gun in 
such a manner that it cannot be destroyed or 
sunk by any known method of fighting. Let 
the motive power drive it faster than the fast- 
est ship, the expense per gun being of no ac- 
count so long as the gun is protected to that 
degree that she will be as formidable to all 
foreign navies as the Monitor was to the Mer- 
rimac. I think we have mechanics who can 
effect this, and that we need not go abroad to 
learn how to build ships to cope with and beat 
them in a fair fight.’’

It is pretty well settled that the committee 
of the American Bar Association will, at its 
meeting in New-York in February, adopt the 
plan for the relief of the United States Su- 
poe Court which contemplates the estab- 
ishment of another court, to consist of 15 
Judges. A member of the committee is au- 
thority for the statement that this action will 









be taken in deference to the wishes of the Su- 
a Court, rather than for any other reason. 

esays the Judges of this court are opposed 
to the other plan, which looks to the sub- 
division of the present bench into separate 
chambers, The Judges think that this plan 
would not give the relief sought; that if 
would not enable the court, even though it 
trebled its capacity for work, to hear the cases 
coming up as promptly as they should be 
heard, to say nothing of relieving the docket 
of the cases that have accumulated. They 
also think it wou'd lower the dignity and in- 
fluence of the court. They will probably rec- 
ommend to Congress the passage of an act pro- 
viding for the creation of an additional court 
which shall hear and bave jurisdiction over 
most of the cases that now go to the Supreme 
Court. All the higher and most important 
cases, such as involve constructions of the 
Constitution, will be reserved for the Supreme 
Court, 


Thus far the testimony in the three follow- 
ing contested election cases has been prepared, 


and will to-morro® be sent to the printer: 
Anderson against Reed of Maine, Buchanan 
against Manning of Mississippi, and Bisbee 
against Finley of Florda. It is one, ge that 
testimony in several other cases will be ready 
for the printer before the reassembling of Con- 
gress next week. The testimony in most of 
the cases is very voluminous, and it is proba- 
ble that a month will elapse before the 


printed testimony in any case will be 
ready for the committee, so that it 
will be late in January before the com- 


mittee can begin the real work of investiga- 
tion. Chairman Calkins has divided the full

FRED W. NEWBURGH’S FORGERIEZS. 
THE CULPRIT COMMITTED TO JAIL—DI5- 


COVERIES MADE YESTERDAY. 
CoLumsvus, Ohio, Dec, 27.—Frederick W. 
Newburgh, the Assistant Secretary of the Board of 
Public Works, appeared in the Police Court 
this morning, and, through the advice of 
kis attorney, Col. Holmes, pleaded not 


guilty to the first of the six charges 
specified. In behalf of Newburgh, his attorney 
waived examination. The Attorney-General, 
George K. Nash, was present and requested 
that the bail be placed at an amount 
that -would cover the snspected§ cirime, 
The Mayor decided against exorbitant bail and 
said that the prisoner could not be required to give 
bonds to satisfy undeveloped suspicions. The 
Mayor then placed the bail at $12,000, $2,000 on 
each of the six charges. 

The experts and State officers are going back to 
1877, when the State received the canals back from 
the lessee. This afternoon the investigators stum- 
bled on one order, said to be a forgery, drawn on 
Aug. 5, 1879, and at a late hour other forgeries dur- 
ing 1880 were discovered which swelled the amount 
of forgeries thus far discovered duringthe day to 
$4,500. The total amount of forgeries and raised 
checks thus far brought to the surface is $14,000. 
When suspicion was first aroused by young 
Newburgh’s free use of money and fast liv- 
ing, the attention of the Board of Public 
Works was called to the matter, but the members 
were unanimous in expressing the opinion that 
there was no way in which the accused 
man could get a dollar from the State 
Treasury, and, further, that they had 
the utmost confidence in his innocence. The 
Auditor of the State was of the same opinion. It 
now appears that fourannual reporss have been 
made by the board, signed by all the members and 
sworn to as correct, and during these four years 
young Newburgh has been drawing from the Treas- 
ury on forged certificate, $1,000 at atime. There is 
no means of estimating the aggregate amount of * 
the loss sustained, and the board will be surprised 
at nothing after the developments of to-day. It 
appears that the members of the Board of Public 
Works never took the trouble to look at 
the books, but when large sums would be 
required would inquire of Newburgh what amount 
there was in the Treasury to their credit. Young 
Newburgh was shrewd enoughto keep track of 
his forgeries, and his books were always found to 
balanee with those of the Auditor and Treasurer ef 
State. Young Newburgh was committed to the 
County Jalil this afternoon.

A SWINDLER’S MANY TRICKS.

EVIDENCES OF CLAUDE L. STRONG’S LONG 


CAREER IN FRAUDULENT PRACTICES. 


BuFrao, Dec. 27.—An investigation of the 
affairs of Lauren C. Strong, best known as Claude 
L. Strong, the solargraph watch swindler, bas 
brought to light some interesting facts concerning 
his fraudulent trdnsactions, &o. The prisoner isa 
son of Mrs. Julia O. Strong, of No. 231 Pearl-street, 
who also has two daughters. The father was How- 
ard Strong, now dead, who once lived in Lockport, 
and was everregarded asa most estimable man and 
Citizen. The prisoner had two rooms, one in the 
Coit block, where his clerk received the mail, and 
another in the Irish block, where he examined his 
bulk of correspondence. He also had aroom at 


his mother’s house, All these rooms were thorough- 
ly searched by Mr. Leveland. From them he pro- 
cured a great variet> of stuff, including novelt 

circulars, pamphlets, price-liste, pip eng esti- 
mates from advertising agencies in different parts 
of the country, electrotypes, inventions for 
preparing manifold letters, and a large number 
of letters which had been opened and their valu- 
able contents extracted. The matter now in the 
office of Mr. Leveland would fill a wagon. In look- 
ing it over, 2,686 letters have been found thus far, 
and these had contained anywhere from one to six 
dollars each. The letters are still coming to the 
Buffalo Post Office in large numbers, and are being 
held by the Postmaseer subject to later develop- 
ments. The letters from the States of California, 
Florida, Tennessse, and Georzia predominate, 
but there are a very large number from every State 
inthe Union. Most of the letters mention the 
name of the paper in which Strong's advertise- 
ment was noticed, and this leads to tne belief that 
he advertised in almest every leading paper in the 
agricultural districts throughout the country. The 
papers and letters also show that Strong had been 
in business In Milwaukee, where he fleurished 
as “The Milwaukee Novelty Company,” and 
also under the name of ‘'C, Strong Claude,” 
both in Milwaukee and in Buffalo. While 
in Milwaukee he represented to his victims 
that he would send a ten-bladed pearl-handled 
pocket-knife fer 20 cents in postage stamps, this 
means being resorted to to induce persons to be- 
come agents for the “company.”’ Most of the 
printed matter sent out after the remit- 
tances had been received were apologetic 
in tone, and all asked for further remittances, 
either for goods of an alleged greater value than 
those ordered or more of the same sort, as at a 
future time the “compuny’’ would have lots of 
goods, *‘ which have ;to .be got out of town,” and 
in many cases the poor fools would keep sending 
their money, and wonder why the goods did not 
come. Strong was alsoin the lottery business. A 
large amount of tickets, lithographed letters, and 
other truck issued by the so-called “ Wyoming Lot- 
tery,” at Laramie City, Wyoming Territory, were 
found. The capital prize was named at $10,000, 
and the deal of which the printed matter spoke in 


eloquent terms was called the seventh extraordi- 
nary drawing. Many other things were found in 
Strong’s apartments, all tending to show him as a 
talented young schemer. He is only 22 years old.

IMPRESSIVE CEREMONIES AT THER HOUSE 


AND IN THE CHURCH,

The funeral of the late Leonard Bacon, Pastor of

The exercises 
closed with prayer. 

The body was then taken to the First Congrega- 
tional Church, about noon, numbers of people 
viewing the features of the dead, exposed fer the 
purpose until 2:30 o’clock, when the further funeral 
exercises were held. The church was heavily 
draped in mourning.

Another gentleman, not less prominent than 
the Governor thus quoted, said: *‘For the 
present I would like to be excused from a 
formal expression of opinion in regard to the 
schemes by which Mr. Gould and his colleagues 
have furthered their own interests at the ex- 
pense of their victims. The whole matter, 
with more than one side issue, is likely to come 
up before the Exehange in more than one way 
in the near future, and till then Ido not care 
te go upon the record. Should I declare my 
opinions now, aud as an honest man speak 
freely just as I feel, I fear that when the time 
comes for real work I would find myself handi- 
capped.”’ 

Such expressions were heard on all sides. ‘I 
knew that finally the time would come,” said 
an influential operator, ‘‘ when Gould would 
find that he had overreached himself, and that 
the unbought newspapers of New-York wouid 
show him up in his right light. The therouzgh 
analysis of his schemes to-day must make bim 
quake. He has overstepped himself. And he 
is daring a public sentiment which is far 
stronger and bitterer than he imagines. Till 
THE Times to-day made the full extent of his 
bad work with the courts known the people of 
this City and this State have had no idea of 
the wholesale manner in which he has extend: 
ed his silent and peculiar influences, constrain- 
ing even the courts and their officers to be 
come the promoters cf his schemes.”’ 

Mr. F. L. Talcott, head of the firm of Tal- 
cott & Sons, one of the oldest and most con- 
servative men in Wall-street, was asked for 
his opinion of the means used by the Gould. 
Sage-Field clique to obtain control of the ele- 
vated railroad properties. “It was a 
monstrous proceeding,’ was Mr. Talcott’s 
comment. ‘‘I have read the story publisked 
in THe Times, and I indorse every word 
of it. Everybody in the Street has 
been discussing it, and, so far as [If 
can learn, there is but one opinion. That 
opinion is commendatory of THe Times to the 
furthest degree. Gould’s sins are finding him 
out. A most studied effort was made by 
Gould for months to manipulate the elevated 
stocks in his special interest, and no labor was 
spared to alarm the holders of Manhattan, 
create a panic among them, and thus force 








the stock on the market at low prices. He 
accomplished his purpose, deceived the 
public, and fleeced the lambs. On the 


strength of his assurances—given through 
the World’s Gossip column and otherwise— 
there were whelesale sacrifices of stock, large 
amounts being sold at 20 and under. There 
was a certain speciousness about his statements 
concerning the stocks, their values, and proba- 
ble futures, which, unfortunately, were in 
many instances accepted as true, and great 
losses for his benefit were entailed upon men 
who thought it possible for him to be honest 
occasionally. As an old habitué of Wall- 
street, I can remember no scheme so out- 
rageos as was that by which the Gould party 
took possession of the elevated roads.” 

At the Windsor Hotel last night the gather- 
ing of Wall-street men was small, but the 
chief topic of conversation continued to be 
the exposé of Mr. Gould’s schemes, by which 
he vushed himself into the contrel of the 
elevated roads. The opinions expressed were 
unanimous, and Tae TIMES’s presentation of 
facts was heartily indorsed. r. Joseph G. 
Mills declared the sentiments of himself and 
the other gentlemen present by averring that 
honest men could not divide over the questions 
brought up. ‘‘ Thescrriest spectacle, though,’’ 
said Mr. Mills, “is the figure cut by Judge 
Westbrook, and it will be hard, very hard, for 
him to convince intelligent people that he has 
not been in Jay Gould’s employ.

DR. A. E. MACDONALD'S OPINION 
OF THE ASSASSIN. 

RESULTS OB AN EXAMINATION OF GUITEAU— 
HE FORGETS ABOUT HIS INSPIRATION 
AND CALLS IT A CONCEPTION—EVIDENCE 
THAT HE IS PLAYING A PART IN COURT 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—The seventh week 
of the Guiteau trial began to-day with no appear- 
ance of any abatement ia the publicinterest. As 
soon gs the handcuffs Were removed from the 
prisoner he said ina pleasant tone: “I had a nice 
Christmas. I hope everybody else did. I had a 
nice Christmas dinner—fruits, flowers, candies, 
plenty of lady visitors and gentlemen.” 

Dr, A. E. Macdonald, Medieal Superintendent of 
the New-York City Asylum for the Insane, was the 
first witness of the day. He gave a détailed ac- 
count of his experience with insane persons, and 
stated that more than 6,000 cases had come 
his care. In August last he had 
been & delegate to the International Medical 
Congress in London, and was Professor of Medical 
jurisprudence in the University of New-York. He 
fiefined insanity as a disease of the brain, mani- 
festing itself in a departure from the ordinary 
views and conduct of life. A delusion might bea 
fane or an insaneone. A sane delusion was one 
which would be corrected when the means of cor- 
rection was presented; an insane delusion would 
not be. : : : 

Being asked as to cases of inspiration, he said 
that, regarding the word ‘‘inspiration”’ in the strict 
pense of something entering intoa man and driy- 
ing him to a certain course of conduct, he could 
pot recall one oase among the 6,000 patients he had 
geen, but if the word were given a more extended 
meaning and made to include cases receiy- 
Ing instructions from the outside, principally 
from the Almighty, of course the number would be 
very much greater. In his experience, those in- 
structious always came through one of the senses. 

‘he patient either hears the yoice of God or 
s “the writing on the wail,” or something 
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pf that kind. Frequently patients craw 
their instructions from the Bible. They read 
the Bible. apply to themselves’ certain 


yerses or texts,and carry out the inspiration in 
that way. The witness gave several illustrations 
flerived from cases that had come under his notice. 
Being asked as to whether insane persons usually 
published or concealed theirinspiration, he said that 
in his experience “inspiration” was altogether too 
mportant to be concealed by the insane. Being 
asked as to whether persons claiming inspiration 
are subject to the ordinary fear of danger, his an- 
swer was that inspiration always-.overrides any 
natural fear. 

tQ.—Are irresistible impulses sudden in_ their 
pharacter, or are they matter of thought, delibera- 
tion, and preparation? A.—They are very sudden, 
both in conception and execution. 

«).—Is an impulse that is successfully resisted for 
two or three weeks, properly speaking, an irre- 
sistible impulse? A.—I should not consider it so. 

Mr. Scoville excepted to the admission of this 
question and answer. as 

Q.—There was a horse doctor here that testified 
(using the vernacular of the stable) that the Guiteau 
family was ‘drenched with hereditary insanity !”’ 

Mr. Scoville interrupted and objected to the 
question. 

The Court—It refleets on a witness. 

Mr. Davidge, (to the District Attorney)—Strike 
put the “horse doctor,’ but leave in the 
“drenched.” 

The Court—I don't think itisa reguiar mode of 
interrogating @ witness. - ; 

The District Attorney changed the form of his 
question, and the witness replied that he did not 
believe that insanity was hereditary. There might 
be a constitutional defect transmitted, but not the 
diseaseitself. Asa rule, the descendants of insane 
nersons did not become insane. If they did every- 

ody in the worid would beinsane. The tendency 
was more toward health than toward the inheri- 
tance of disease. 

Being asked as to whether the claim of a man 
that he would live forever was evidences of insan- 
ity, be said that that would depend upon whether 
that man’s actions were consistent with his words. 
{fa manclaimed that he would live forever and 
yet made his will and insured his life, ha would re- 
gard those acts as belying his words. 

The Prisoner—There are two kinds of insanity, 
Doctor—crank insanity and the Abraham style of 
Insanity.. I belong tothe Abraham school. What 
fo youthink about Abraham, Doctor. Heis my 
pxample. That is the schooll belong to. 

On being asked as to moral insanity, the witness 
said: “Idonot believeinit. I have never seen a 
pase of it. Moral insanity is another name (and 








has been since .its invention) for wicked- 
ness or ft. It was first used at the 
time of French Revolution to excuse 
the slau that took place. I do not 





roean to Say that there is no such thing as insanity 
showing itself in the disturbance of the moral 
nature, An insane man gives evidence of insanity 
through his moral actions ag wellas through his 
mentalactions. But I do say that there is no such 
disease as moral insanity.” 

The witness went on to give definitions and illus- 
trations of emotional! insanity, partial insanity, and 
movomania. In regard to the latter, he said thata 
monomaniac might be insane at the time of the act 
and sane-a moment afterward. 

“That is my case exactly,” interposed the pris- 
pner 

Vhe District Attorney—There was a young man 
from Chicago who called himself an agnostic, who 
paid that one person in every fiveis insane. What 
is your opinion as to the proportion ? 

Me. Scoville demanded the reading of the ques- 
tien, but did not object to it, saying, however, in- 
dignantly: ‘‘The District Attorney may cast re- 
fiection on our witnesses if he thinks proper. Let 
him go on his course if he likes. We will wait un- 
til we get to the jury.”’ 

The District Attorney—Then you had better wait. 

The witness stated the proportion of the insane 
to the sane that differed in different eountries. 
in 1870 the proportion was 1 to 1,000; in New- 


York State, according to the latest sta- 
tistics, it was 1 to 6800; in New-York 
City, 1 to 500; in England, 1 to 300. As to 


the statement that one person in five was insane, 
he would think the other four of that young man’s 
might be deemed pretty safe. The acts of insane 
people were rapid, end there was not the same 
preparation for their acts as among the sane. 


They were not so apt to plan an ac 
except such ani act as endeavoring to 
escape from an asylum. They did not 


generally make the same selectionof weapons 
thatasane man would do. Insane persons had no 
personal fear, and were, generally speaking, dra- 
matic in the commission of an act. No insan® per- 
pon would postpone the commission of an act from, 
the fear of hurting some one else. 

The witness was then asked as to the standing of 
Dr. Kiernan—one of the expert witnesses for the 
defense—and as to why he was discharged from 
the hospital at Warda’s Islana. 

Objection was mace to the inguiry on the 
ground, first, that a witness could not be con- 
tradicted on a collateral matter; and, second, 
that one expert could not testify as to the in- 
competency of another expert. After argument, 
the objection was sustained as to the first point 
pnd overruled as to the second. The whole matter, 
however, was waived by the District Attorney. 

The the witness was then di- 
case of the -patient, Wil- 
, to whom Kiernan had _ referred as 

iiilustation of insane inspiration. The wit- 
ss described Williams as a clergyman iabor- 
ing under chronic mania, but who never claimed 
to act under Divine inspiration. His attention was 
then directed to the case of David Wemyss Jobson, 
who had been referred to by Dr. Kiernan as a man 
who had been insane from his birth. The witness 
knew Jobson, who was admitted as a patient 
after he was 609 years of age. He had been con- 
nected with the New-York newepaper press fer 
several years, and, although that was no evidence 
that he was not insane, [{laughter,] he certainly 
was not, inthe witness’s opinion, one who had 
peen insanefrom his birth. He had a well-marked 
ind appreciable form of insanity. 

GUITEAU PLAYING A PART. 

Witness visited the prisonerin the jail on the 
{3th of November, remaining there from j1 to 1 
p’clock. “‘I questioned him,’ continued the wit- 
ness,‘ about his fermer life, and he immediately 
went to his bed and brought out acopy of the New- 
York Herald, which he handed me, saying that I 
would find the answerinthat. I made the usual 
examination of him. I did not go into the physi- 
¢\\ examiration extensively. He gave me, in sub- 
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stance, the same history of his life as is 
peing testified to here, by himself par- 
hicularly. I questioned him particularly 


about the delay in the execution of the act from 
the time at which he said he had conceivedit. He 
told me that the idea came to him—that he con- 
ceived the idea about six weeks before the execu- 
tion of the act. He did not speak of it to me 
Bs an inspiration, but as a_ conception—a 
ronception of his own. All through the interview 
he spoke of ‘when I conceived the idea,’ ‘so 
jong after I conceived the idea,’ and so on. He 
aid that aiter conceiving the idea, he tried to put 
it aside; that it was repugnant to him at first; 
that he waited for a week or two, tosee if the 
Lord would interfere and prevent its execution. 
At the end of two weeks he formed the deliberate 
purpose of executing the act and set about seeking 
the most favorable opportunity for its commis- 
pion. He had already told me that it was 
the act of God. That he always said with 
a great deal of emphasis, always bringing down his 
fist, always in @ loud voice, and always with a par- 
ticular look in his face. I asked him why he did 
not leave the execution of the act to the Almighty. 
He hesitated for a moment in answering, but finally 
answered that the Almighty did not make all the 
arrangements for the execution of acts, but left 





pome of the details to be carried out by 
the persons who performed them. I asked him 
what his expectation as to the outcome 
was. He said he gave himself no con- 


tern; that the Almighty had taken care of 
him so far, and would do so throughout the 
trial. -I asked him why he should have ar- 
ranged for the detailing of troops at the 
all. Then again he hesitated and flushed in 
he face. He went on to say that some de- 
tails were left to him. He said he had no doubt 
that he would be acquitted on the ground of insan- 
ty. He said he had been looking up the subject of 


sanity, and while he was not medically 
penne. he was legally insane, and would 
acquitted on that ground. 1 asked 


him what disposition would be made of him. He 
replied that ne would be sent toan asylum. I in- 
quired whether he would like to stay there

The District Attorney—From your personal ex- 
amination of the prisoner and your careful observa- 
tion of him during the trial, is he, in your opinion, 
& Sane oranjnusane man: A.—I believe him to be 
a sane man. é 
Q.—De you think that he has been feigning and 
playing a part, or that he haa been acting out his 
natural character? A.—In my judgment the man 
has been playing apart all the time court. I 
base that opinion on my observa.ior of him in 
the jail, and of his conduct during my visits 
to the jail, as contrasted with his conduct here. I 
have it also on my observation of him extended all 
through the trial and on the gradual development 
of the changes, which, I think. I have detected in 
his action and behavior. In the first place, his con- 
duct in the jail was in marked contrast with his 
conduct in court. 

: 7 Prisoner—Because I am not abused in the 
ail. 

The Witness-—In the jail he is very quiet, gertle- 
manty, weli-behaved. He answers very readily, 
and is very courteous in every possible manner. 
He has not excitement there, except in the one sen- 
tence which he bringsin from time to time—that 
the Deity did the act and not himseif—that it was 
anact of Godand not of himself. When making 
that statement there is always a rising of the voice, 
always a more intense expression of the face,always 
the same action of the hand—-and these in my 
jngdment were assumed. Immediately before that 
exclamation and action and immediately after- 
ward there was that settling down to the quiet de- 
meanor which we do not find with insane persons 
making the sameassertion. Inone instance, at the 
conclusion of my interyiew, he complained of 
fatigue and lay down on the bed. While lying 
there something in the conversation prompted this 


declaration once more. He got through half of it 


in the tone of voice which he had been 
using throughout the interview. Then he 
suddenly stopped, sat. up in bed, and 
commenced the declaration over again, 


with the same emphasis, the same change of facial 
expression, and the same action. As to his con- 
duet in court, I can only give my judgment upon it 
by contrasting 1t with what my general observa- 
tion of insane persons would lead me to expect 
under the same circumstances. I think that 
an insane person, showing such excitement and 
making such interruptions, would not have so 
much method or so much deliberation in the selec- 
tion of the time and nature of these interruptions. 
They would be made ey When the 
impulse came upon him, without reference 
to what particular phase of the trial was 
in process, and without regard as to whether the 
evidence that was being given was for him or 
against him. The conduct of an insane person 
would not be characterized by selection, as is 
shown by the prisoner in these interruptions. 
There has not been in the prisoner the same 
frankness as you would find in insane persons. 
Take the instance of Dr. Spitzka’s letter. An in- 
sane man who snatched up that letter and pro- 
ceeded to blurt out its contents would have blurted 
out the whole letter, and not merely that part of it 
which seemed specially favorable to himself. 

The Prisoner—I had no chance to state-the whole 
of it; I was cut off. 

PRETENDING TO READ NEWSPAPERS. 

The Witness—During the trial Ihave noticed that 
the prisoner has had access to newspapers, and 
that he has read them in court; but Lhave noticed 
that he has not been always reading newspapers 
or books when he pretended to be, but that 
he has been sometimes looking over the top of the 
book or newspaper, either at the witness or jury. 


I have noticed that he has shown a keen interest 
and appreciation in the progress of the triai—such 


asIdonot think an insane man would show— 
especially an insane man who was_ con- 
vinced of the care of the Almighty. I have 


noticed that his conduct in court, the mode and 
manners and ways of his interruptions, have varied 
asthe comments of the newspaper press have va- 
ried. I have noticed that the interruptions have 
been made when the evidence was telling against 
him, and not when the evidence was in his favor. 

The Prisoner—You are making a great ado about 
nothing. I donot pretend that I am insane now. 

The Witness—I noticed that when the evidence 
was in his favor he made no interruptions what- 
ever; for instance, on the direct examination of 
his brother, when the evidence appeared to be in 
his favor, there were no interruptions; but on the 
cross-examination of his brother as to the question 
of his father’s insanity, when some testimony was 
given that told against the prisoner, he broke out 
in interruptions. 

The Prisoner—Tell us what you think about 
a Doctor, and then get your money and go 

ome, 

The Witness—I noticed that, when a witness first 
comes upon the stand, the prisoner’s behavier is 
such as would impress the witness in his favor; but 
as the testimony proceeda and as facts are de- 
veloped contrary to his expectations and against 
his interests, he has commenced interruptions; 
and his interruptions have increased as the 
weight of the evidence against him has increased. 

he Prisoner—I have only interrupted people in 
order to get the exact truth. 

The Witness—The newspapers have also noticed 
the facts that the interruptions were only made 
when the evidence was against him. 

The Prisoner, (with an expression of profound 
disgust)—Oh ! there is no limit to this alarrhea of 
words. 

Mr. Scoville objected to the witness undertaking 
to review the whole case, and to his deciding 
whether evidence was for or against the prisoner. 

Judge Cox—The witness is giving his reasons for 
the impression made upon him by the prisoner’s 
conduct, and it is very hard for him to avold sliding 
into argument. I do not sec how he can be pre- 
vented from stating the reasons why an impression 
was made upon him. 

The Witness—I was about to instance the prison- 
er’s conduct toward his divorced wife—his threats 
against herif she should appear in court and his 
failure to fulfill those threats after they had been 
spoken of as an evidence of depravity. 

The Prisoner—That was because Corkhill let her 

off. 
Tne Witness—I neticed the fact of his interrup- 
tions being mainly to those witnesses who were 
called for the prosecution and not those who 
were called for the defense. 

The Prisoner—They were just as much tothe 
witnesses for the defense as to the witnesses for 
the prosecution, when they told falsehoods. All 
my interruptions were caused by persons not tell- 
ing the truth. 

The Witness—I noticed that the prisoner’s abuse 
of counsel was confined at the opening of the trial 
to one of the Government counsel, and that it was 
afterward extended to the other two. 

The Prisoner—That wes because Corkhill demor- 
alized the whole set. ** Evil communications cor- 
rupt good manners.’’ So you had better get ria of 
Corkhill. 

The Witness—In a general way I would say tha’ 
the conduct of the prisoner in court was not such 
as my observation of insane persons would lead 
me to expect as the conduct of an insane person. 

The Prisoner—Now tellus about Abraham. Do 
not forget that. Then your talk will have some 
pertinency to the issue. The rest of it is ali rebbish, 

The first hypothetical question prepared on the 
part of the prosecution was then put to the wit- 
ness, and was (under objection by Mr. Scoville) 
modified by omitting the contradiction in regard 
to the prisoner’s lifting an axe against his sister. 
The answer was: “I consider the persen indicated 
in that statement sane.” 

Here the court took a recess for 30 minutes. 

The afternoon session was opened by the pris- 
oner.** These experts,” he said, “ are doing a good 
deal of parrot talk. Dr. Macdonald deviated some- 
what, and I think it importaut tosay thatI did not 
tell him I had examined the law on this matter as 
he testified to.” 

Pr. Macdonald resumed the stand, and the sec- 
ond hypothetical question of the prosecution was 
propounded to him. 

The prisoner kept up a running comment upon 
the question as it was read by the Distriet Attorney. 
“That's false;” ‘False again;’’ ““You don’t know 
whether I paid my debts or not;” “ That is Shaw’s 
lie;” “I never ssid so;’’ “The doctors murdered 
the President;’’ “Absolutely false.’’ Such were 
some of the expressions used by the prisoner. 

The witness expressed his opinion that the man 
was sane on the 2d of July. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Reed. 

Witness had for nine months, 
clinical assistant at the Bloomingdale Asy- 
lum. After that he took charge of an 
insane person for a year, and afterward 
became actuary at the Brooklyn Institute. 
For 13 months he was resident physician of the 
Epileptic and Paralytie Hospital at Ward’s Island. 


in 1867, been 


He then went to the Charity Hospital on 
Biackwell’s Island until Aug. 1, 1874, when 
he was appointed to his present position. 
Insane persons in some cases deliberated 


and planned their acts and provided for their 
escape afterward. The fact that a man previously 
harmless shonid, without provocation, raise an 
axe against his sister would be no evidence of 
sanity or insanity. 

Q.—Suppose at the same time the man manifested 
symptoms of insanity, would that be any evidence? 
A.—if a person manifested symptoms of insanity 
he must necessarily be insane. [Laughter.] 

By Mr. Scoville—It was very much easier to de- 
tect insanity ina person previously sane than to 
detect sanity in a person previously insane. It was 
not easy to simulate insanity. Experts who had 
ample opportunity for observation would not be 
likely to be mistaken, In many cases incipient in- 
sanity was manifested in strange words and ac- 
tions, while the bodily health was apparently un- 
changed. Worry and trouble might indirectly 
produce insanity. 

The cross-exainination became rather tedious at 
this point, and the prisoner, with an air of disgust, 
and declaring all this thing to be “stale,’’ de- 
manded of the witness what his opinion was about 
Abraham. His interruption was not noticed, 
however, and the examination was proceeded with. 

Witness stated that bodily diseases did not pass 
from father to son. Consumption did not pass by 
inheritance. It was true of all disease that a pre- 
disposition might be transmitted, but never the 
disease itself. : 

Pending the cross-examination, the court, at 3 
o’clock, adjourned, the prisoner giving the witness 
a parting admonition not to forget Abraham.

GUITEAU’S CHRISTMAS GREETING, 

ANOTHER BLASPHEMOUS ADDRESS FROM THE 
MURDERXR. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—The following is the 
document prepared by Guiteau on Monday and 
furnished for publication to-night: 

CHRISTMAS GREETING, 1881. 
By Charies Guiteau. 


To-day is Christmas, and I greet the American 
people with a Merry Christmas. Last Christmas I 
was in New-York. I was boardin, in a first-class 
house aud was finely dressed. tI attended church 
and had a quiet and pleasant day. Two 
years ago was in oston, but’ was 

or clothed. I was on theology. 
nomaonerin theolary. I left-afive-thou- 
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sand-dollar law business in Chicago, in 1877, for 
theology. I went into theology to serve the Lord and 
preach the Gospel. I had about as much trouble 
to get in my work on theology as Paul did, 
He hungered and thirsted and was naked’ and had 
no dweilling-place; but he preached the gospel as 
he understood it, although he had a hard 
time. Since he left earth his work 
name have come down the ages. Christ and 
Paul did their work and left the result with 
the Almighty Father, and I do the same, 
Christmas, 1878, I was in St. Louis. I was in very 
reduced circumstances. I had been on theology a 
year. ! had spent the year traveling, mostly m the 
Last, trying to preach the Gospel by lecturing and 
selling my lectures in Washington, New-York, Bos- 
ton, Chicago, and other cities. Ifeit the Lord put this 
work on me, and I @id the best Icoula. I had no 
friends and little money. Christmas, 1877, I spent 
in Phitadelphia. Iwas well fed and clothed, and 
was trying to lecture. Christmas, 1876, I was in 
Chicago, and was working with Mr, Moody, and 
Mid ad my lecture on Christ's second coming, A. 

)». 70. 

To-day, Christmas, 1881, I suffer in bonds as a 
atriot, but I am in honorable company. Wash- 
ngton was a patriot, Grant was a patriot. 
Washington led the armies of the Revolution 
through eight years of bloody war to victory 
and glory; Grant led the armies of the 
Union to victory and glory, and to-day the Nation 
is prosperous and happy. They raised the old 
war-cry ‘Rally round the flag, boys,’’ and 
thousands of the choicest sons of the Republic 
went forth to battle to victory or death. 
Washington and Grant, by their valor and success 
in war, won the admiration of mankind. To-day, 
Christmas, 1881, I suffer in bonds as a pa- 
triot, because I had the inspiration and nerve 
to unite a great political party, to the 
end that the Nation might be saved another 
desolating war; Ido not pretend war was imme- 
diate, but I do say emphatically that the bitter- 
ness in the Republican Party last Spring 
was deepening and deepening hour by hour, and 
that within two or three years, or less, the 
Nation would have been in a flame of civil war, In 
the presence of death all hearts were hushed; con- 
tention ceased. For weeks and weeks the heart 
and brain of the Nation centred on the sick man 
in the White House. 

At last he went the way of all flesh, and the Na- 
tion was in mourning. And to-day, Christmas, 
1881, Iam on trial for my life, charged with mur- 
dering the late President. 

There is not the first element of murder in this 
case. To constitute the crime of murder two ele- 
ments must coexist. First, an actual homicide; 
secondly, malice in law or malice in fact. The law 
presumes malice from the fact of the homicide. 
There is no homicide in this case, and, therefore, no 
malice in law. Malice in fact depends on the cir- 
cumstances attending the homicide. Admitting 
that the late President died from the shot, which I 
deny asamatter of fact, still the circumstances 
attending the shooting liquidate the presumption 
of malice either in law or fact. Had he been 
properly treated he probably would have been 
alive to-day—whatever my inspiration or in- 
tention. The Deity allowed the doctors to 
finish my work gradually, because He wanted to 
prepare the people for the change and also con- 
firm my original inspiration. I am well satisfied 
with the Deity’s conduct of this case thus far, and 
Ihave ne doubt but he will continue to fatheritto 
the end, and the public wili, sooner or later, see the 
special providence in the late President’s removal. 
Nothing but the political situation last spring justi- 
field his removal. The break in the Republican 
Party then was widening week by week, and I fore- 
saw acivil war. My inspiration was to remove the 
late President at once, and thereby close the breach 
before it got so wide that nothing but a heart-rend- 
ing and desolating war could close it. 

The last war cost the Nation a millionof men and 
@ billion of money. The Lord wanted to prevent 
@ repetition of this desolation, and inspired me to 
execute his will. Why did he inspire me in prefer- 
ence tosome one else? Because I had the brajns 
and nerve, probably, todo the work. The Lord dtes 
not employ incompetent persons to serve Him. 
He uses the best material He can find. No donbt 
there were thousands of Republicans who felt as 
I did about the late President wrecking the 
Republican Party, and had they the conception, 
the nerve, the brains, and the opportunity, and 
special authority from the Deity, they would 
have removed him. I, of all the world, was the 


only man who had authority from the 
Deity to do it. Without the Deity’s press- 
ure, I never sbould have sought to re- 


move the President. This pressure destroyed my 
free agency. The Deity eompelled me to do 
the act’ just as a highwayman compels aman to 
give him money, often placing a pistol at his vic- 
tim’s head. The victim may know it is absolutely 
wrong for him to give money that his wife and 
children need, but how can he keep it with a pis- 
tolat his head? his free agency is destroyed, and 
he gives his money to save his life. 

This irresistible pressure to remove the President 
was on me for 80 days, and it never left me 
when awake. It haunted me day and night. 
At last an opportunity came and I shot 
him in the Baltimore and Potomae depot. As 
soon as I fired the shot the inspiration 
was worked off and I felt immensely relieved. I 
would not do it again fora million dollars. Onlya 
miracle saved me from being shot or hung then 
and there. It was the most insane, fool- 
hardy act possible, and no one but amadman could 
have done it. Butthe pressure was so cnormous 
that I would have done it if I had died the next 
moment. 

Heretofore political grievances have been adjust- 
ed by was orthe ballot. Had Jefferson Davis anda 
dozen or two of his cotraitors been shot dead in 
January, 1861, no doubt our late rebeilion never 
would have been. Gen. Grant suppressed one 
war, and Providence and I saved the Nation. <As 
time advances the public will appreciate the fact 
more.and more. 

To-day, Christmas, 1881, I am in jail, and have 
been since July 2, I haye borne my confinement 
patiently and quietly, knowing that my vin- 
dication would come. ‘Tbrice I have been 
shot at,and came near being shot dead, but the 
Lord kept me harmless. Like the Hebrew children 
in the fiery fnrmace, not a hair on my head 
has been singed beeause the, Lord, whom 
] served when I _ sought to remove 
the President, has taken care of me, 
My trial seems to be progressing well. Judge Cox 
I consider just the man for the case. He is able, 
conscientious, and careful. I have a bright 
jury and I wish them to pass on my case. I 
judge they are good men. They listen with 
the greatest interest to the testimony ana ad- 
dresses, and I presume they will give this case their 
most solemn attention and dispose of it ac- 
eording to the facts and the law, and I be- 
lieve the high-toned press of the Nation will 
acquiesce in their verdict. The prosecution 
have introduced certain witnesses who are guilty 
of rank perjury, and it has excited my wrath and 
I have denounced them in plain language. I hate 
the mean, deceptive way of the prosecu- 
tion. My opinion of the District Attorney 
is well known. The defense has been 
unfortunate in having insufficient counsel, but not- 
withstanding this, Iexpeet justice will be done me, 
and my motive and inspiration yindieated. People 
are saying: ‘* Well, if the Lord did it let it go.” I 
expect this spirit will grow. 

I am highly pleased with Gen. Arthur. He is 
doing splendidly in his new position. Had Gen. 
Garfield done as well, he probably would 
have been alive to-day. He was a good man 
but a weak politician. I am especially pleased 
with Gen. Arthur's conciliatory spirit and wisdom 
toward the opposition. Itis exaetly what I wished 
him to do, viz., unite the factions of the Republi- 
can Party, tothe end thatthe Nation may be happy 
and prosperous. 

My life has been rather a sad one. 
died when I was 7. 
man and an able 


My mother 
My father was a good 
one, but a fanatic in 
religion. Under his influence I got into the 
Oneiaa Community at 19, and remained 
six years. Three years after this I was unfortu- 
nately married, and so continued four years. 
Soon after I was divorced I went on. to 
theology three years. My life in the 
Oneida Community was one of constant suf- 
fering. My married life the same. My theological 
life one of anxiety; but I was happier at that than 
anything else, because I was serving the Lord. My 
life has been isolated. During my six years 
in the Oneida Gommunity I got es- 
tranged from my _ relatives. I might as 
well have been in State prison or a lunatic 
asylum. I never was able to forgive my father for 
running meinto that community. If it had not 
been for this I should have had a far 
happier life. But let it go! Forgetting 
the things behind, I press forward. I have 
no doubt as to my spiritualdestiny. I have always 
been a lover of the Lord, and whether I live one 
year or thirty, I am His. As a matter of fact, I 
presume I shall live to be President. 

To-day, eighteen hundred and eighty-one years 
ago,the Saviour of mankind was born in poverty 
and obscurity. He moved up and down Judea, and 
epoke as one having authority. Vast multitudes 
followed him. He cast out devils, healed the sick, 
restored the blind and deceased, (sie,] told the 
multitude who He was and what He came for; 
that God the Father had sent Him to point the race 
the way to eternal life. This wouderful being had 
nowhere to lay His head. Hehad no money. He 
had no friends. He never traveled. He never 
wrote a book. He was hated, despised, and finally 
crucified asa vile impostor. Then, back he went 


to the bosom of the Father, During his 
ministry he drew around himself a few de- 
spised individuals who were as poor as 
himself. ‘They had no money and no 


standing in society, and were mosily fishermen. 
Outwardly, like most other great events in human 
history, the origin of Christianity was an abso- 
lute failure. It was like ea seed planted, and 
it had to grow little by little Time has 
developed it into a gigantic tree, everhanging the 
habitable globe. The mob_ crucified the Saviour 
of mankind, and Paul, his great Apostle, 
went to an ignominous death. This hap- 
pened many centuries ago. For 18 centuries 
no men have exerted such a tremendous influence 
on the civilization of the race as the despised Gal- 
lilean, and his great apostle. They did their work 
and left the result with the Almighty Father. And 
60 must all inspired men. They must do their 
work and leave the result with the Deity, whatever 
becomes of them personally. ‘The worst that 


men can do is to _ kill yon, but they 
Cannot prevent your name ard work from 
going thundering dowr the ager Goda 
always avenges those who injure His ‘men. 


Christ’s contemporaries crueified the Almighty’s 
only son, but he got even with the Jewish 
race at the destruction of Jerusalem, a. D. 70, 
when Titus, 2 Roman General, razed that city to 
the ground and slaughtered over 1,100,000 
Jews, and from: that day to this the 
Jews have been a despised aud down-trodden 
race. The mills of the gods grind slow. but 
they grind sure. Woe unto any man or 
men that persecute God’s man. The Al- 
mighty will follow them in. this world and 
in the next, Take my owacase. When the pressure 
to remove the President came on me Ispent two 
weeks in prayer to make sure of the Deity’s 
will. At the end of two weeks my mind 
was fixed as to the political necessity for his 
removal, and I never had _ the slightest 
doubt since about the divinity for the 
act and the necessity for it. Thus far 


the Deity has furthered the act to my entire 
satisfaction. He knows ‘I simply azeouted. 


and . 
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His will, and I know it anda great many peo- 
ple are beginning to see it, and they 
will see it more and more as_ time 
advances. I put up my life on _ the 
Deity’s inspiration and 1 have not come to 
rief yet, and I have no idea I shall, because 
do not think I am destined to be shot or 
hung. But that is a matter for the Deity 
to pass on, and not me. Whatever the mode of mv 
exit from this world, I have no doubt but my name 
and work will go thundering down the ages, but 
ros unto the men that kill me privately or judi- 
cially.

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LHE SING SING PRISON MURDER. 


TRIAL OF ONOFRIO MANGANO FOR KILLING A 
FELLOW-CONVIOT. 

The trial of Onofrio Mangano, the Italian 
conviet who was indicted for having killed a col- 
ored convict named Charles Williams in Sing Sing 
prison on the morning of Friday, Dec. 9, was be- 
gun in the court of Oyer and Terminer at White 
Plains yesterday, Justice J. O. Dykman presiding. 
The court-room was crowded with people de- 
sirous of hearingthe testimony of those who saw 
the murder committed. The case on the part of 
the People is conducted by District Attorney Wel- 
son H. Baker, assisted by Assistant District At- 
torney David Vervlanck and Calvin Frost, of 
Peekskill, and the prisoner is defended by Francis 


Larkin, of Sing Sing, Martin J. Keogh, of New- 
Rochelle, and I, N. Mills, of Mount Vernon. It 
occupied the entire morning session to seeure 12 
men who had no “ conscientious seruples”’ against 
capital punishment. Nearly every one ealled 
had read all about the case in the news- 
papers, and formed some kind of an opin- 
ion as to the guilt or innocence of the pris- 
oner, but all that were accepted said that 
they could give a verdict in accordance with the 
evidence. The jury as finally filled and accepted 
by both sides is composed of the following gentle- 
men: Stephen G. Seymour, of Lewisboro; Richard 

Vhitson, of Mount Pleasant; Willlam J. Burke, of 
Yonkers, Wesley Barnes, of Newcastle; George 
H. Squire, of Rye; William H, Boyd, of Rye; Ziba 
Carpenter, of White Plains; Solomon Parson, of 
Rye; George B. Weed, of White Plains: James 
Snedeker, of White Plains; Edward L. Phipps, of 
East Chester, and Levi Jones, of Poundridge. 

The prisoner, who is now serving a life sentence 
for killing his wife, sat by his counsel in silence, 
and, as he neither speaks nor understands the Eng- 
lish language, Count A, R. Staihach has been ap- 
pointed byg the court as interpreter. Mangano is 
about 55 years old, end has a very forbidding coun- 
tenance. He has a low, retreating forehead, small, 
black eyes, and a prominent nose. A stubby mus- 
tache and beard, mixed with gray, has been allowed 
to grow on his face. He wears gold ear-rings, and 
his head is covered with long and slightly curly 
black hair. Heis of medium stature, bends for- 
ward when he stands or sits, and keeps his arms 
folded aeross his breast all the time. 

District Attorney Baker opened the case by tell- 
ing the story of the murder, and then proceeded to 
take the evidence of the witnesses. The first of 
these was Lorenzo B. Anderson, alias James An- 
derson, aconvict. Hesaid that Charles Williams 
another vonyvict, and an Italian named Cornett 
were engaged inadispute. Williams was assistin 
Dan Cash to bring potatoes to the room. The Ital- 
jans thought thaf Williams should peel the pota- 
toes 2s well as they, and a fight followed some hot 
words. The prisoner at the bar befriended his 
fellow-countryman and plunged a knife into Wil- 
liams’s neck. During the fight Mangano was at his 
work peeling potatoes. The witness did not know 
whether the knife used by the prisoner was the 
one he was using at his work. Williams 
was going from Mangano and retreating, when 
he foilowed and dealt him the blow. Be- 
ing cross-examined, the witness testified that he 
was, previous to his convietion,a junkman and 
seaman, and he had been convicted of grand lar- 
ceny. When the convict was killed Dan Cash was 
present, as were also the two Italians and Williams. 
No prison officials were present as far as he saw. 
To the best of his knowledge Williams first struck 
Cornetti with a broom, when the latter grasped a 
piece of board aud struck back. Williams then 
seized a stool and held it up to defend himself 
against blows from the board. Joe Coburn, 
another convict, then separated the two men, 
when Williams retreated. While this fight was 
going on Mangano was at his work by a window. 
The witness never knew of any ill-feeling between 
him and Williams. Mangano had to go three or 
four paces to get to Williams, when he cut him on 
the Bens moe of = neck. 

1arles Smith, the next witness, other c i 
testified that after Williams teas Gut ne betes 
to the hospital, having first put his handkerehief to 
the wound. The man fell to the ground as soon as 
he reached the entrance to the hospital. Dr. Hiram 
Barber, the prison physician, was next called to 
the stand. He said that Williams died from the ef- 
fects of the cutting. Dr. Fisher, of Sing Sing, made 
a post-mortem of the body. Ths wound was an 
incision of the lower lobe of the left ear, and thence 
to the neck to *‘ Adam’s apple,’”? making a wound 
three inches in depth. It was an ineised wound.

PERILOUS OCEAN TRAVEL. 
+ - —— 
HEAVY GALES ENCOUNTERED BY THE AT- 
LANTIC FLEET OF STEAMERS. 

The steam-ship City of Paris, of the Inman 
Line, which arrived from Liverpool yesterday, had 
a very stormy voyage. She sailed onthe 18th inst., 
and met with head gales from the beginning of her 
voyage. On Thursday last the wind blew with the 
force of a hurricane, and tremendous seas 
washed over her decks. The ship was 
barely able to steam five miles an hour 
in the teeth of the storm. Sheets 
of spray wer driven over the top of the smoke- 
stack, which is still covered with salt. On the fol- 
lowing day the weather was very cold, and the 
water froze almost as fast as it struck the decks. 
The result was that on Saturday morning the ship 
Was covered with ice from stemtostern. When 


the sun came up it melted the ice on the port side, 
but left the starboard side untouched. Another 








terrific gale raged on Christmas Day, and 
the deeks were constantly flooded with 
water. The immigrants were treated to a 


bounteous dinner, and one of the men in the steer- 
age, who ate very heartily, died of apoplexy the 
same night. The Captain had avoided a tremen- 
dous hurrieane earlier in the voyage by going out 
of his course, and the sbip was so ably handled 
during the gales that no accidents oe¢eurred on 
— The steamer arrived some three days over- 
ue. 

The Germanie, from Liverpool, sailed on the 16th 
inst. and called at Queenstown on the following 
day. During the night of the 18th it blew 
aheavy gale,and avery high head-sea was run- 
ning, so that at noon on the 19th but 266 miles had 
been run during the preceding 24 hours. The head 
gale continued,and at noon onthe 2th but 213 
miles had been traveled. At times the sea was 
very high, but no accidents oscurred. On the 23 
another heavy westerly gale set in and continued 
for 48 hours. It was very cold during this storm, and 
& great deal of water froze on the decks, 
The England, of the National Line, arrived at 
Quarantine yesterday, after a stormy passage, 
Owing to a case of small-pox in the steerage the 
steamer was detained at Quarantine. The P.Caland, 
from Rotterdam, encountered several severe gales 
during her passage, which occupied nearly 16 days. 
The Norwegian bark Hooding, from Demerara, 
passed the last 12 days to the northward of Cape 

Jatteras, beating her way against severe north- 
westerly gales.

HOW THE CITY’S PROPERTY WAS LEASED TO 
AN IRRESPONSIBLE PERSON. 

At the investigation of the affairs of the De- 
partment of Docks by the Legislative Sub-commit- 


tee on Commerce and Navigation yesterday, Mr. 
W.C. Whitney, Counsel to the Corporation, de- 


nied that ex-Commissioner Dimoek was a 
relative of _his, but said he was a law 
partner of his from 1865 to 1870. The Tracy 


leases expired in May, 1878, but were not sent to 
the Corporation Counsel! for the collection of the 
rentals until November, 1879. A ‘‘red-headed 
man” was the only person representing the de-. 
fendants who ever consulted with Mr. Whit- 
ney regarding the cases. Not a dollar 
was ever collected on the ‘Tracy leases, 
and Chairman Williams of the committee asked Mr. 
Whitney if he was not aware that the bondsmen of 
the Tracys, who were stated to be bankrupt, were 
paying taxes on property even to this day. 
Mr. Whitney said he did not know anything 
about the matter. The judgments that were se- 
cured were returned unsatisfied, and he asked the 
Dock Department to credit his department with 
the ameunts named to balance his books. He did 
not take supplementary proceedings to collect the 
money. It was proved by the witness that between 
1875 and 1878 David Tracy secured 31 leases, which 
included 40 piers, but he never paid anyrent. He 
sub-let a great many of the piers, and collected rent 
for them which he put in his pocket. ‘Twelve oth- 
er leases were prepared in form, but never exe- 
cuted. The parties, however, to whom they were 
to ante been given occupied the piers and paid no 
rent. 

Henry W. Wheeler, en assistant to Mr. Whitney, 
who hashad charge of the legal matters of the 
Dock Department since the Spring of 1880, testified 
that eight suits were begun against David Tracy, 
who evidently regarded them with the utmost in- 
difference. Tracy put in an answer to only three, 
and these did not result in the City recovering any- 
thing. It was shown that from the time judgments 
were secured months elapsed before an attempt 
was made to execute them. Mr. Wheeler said that 
no effort was ever made to learn whether David 
Tracy’s bondsmen possessed property which could 
be attached. Tracy could only be dispossessed of 
the Jooveey that he occupied when the leases ex- 
pired.

THE ALL-POWERFUL VETO. 
pees Ok aR 
BROOKLYN ALDERMEN FORBIDDEN TO OVER- 
RIDE IT BY A SUPREME COURT JUDGE. 

Mayor Howell disapproved last week of the 
resolutions passed by the Brooklyn Board of Alder- 
men permitting the Brooklyn Elevated Railroad 
Company (the old Bruff Road) to extend its lines 
s0 as to takein the principal streets of the city. 
As the resolutions were passed by a two-third vote, 
it was believed that when the Mayor’s veto came 
up for consideration yesterday it would be over- 
ridden. A good many of the property-owners 
who were in attendanee were of opinion that 
Alderman Roberts, who voted for the resolutions, 
would not vote to override the veto, but fears 
were entertained that recruits—money being plenty 
with the railroad speculators—would be secured to 





more than makeup for the loss Mr. Roberts’s 
vote. The whole matter was disposed of, however, 
at least as far as yesterday's meeting was con- 


cerned, in an entirely unexpected manner. When 
the Aldermen entered the Common Council Cham- 
ber each found on his desk a copy of an injunction 
issued by the Supreme Court restraining the Alder- 
men from overriding the veto. The injunction had 
been sued out by Mr. John D. Negus, of No. 291 
Grand-avenue, one of the property-owners 
whose interests are affected. The papers 
set forth that the company, or rather the 
Receivers of the road, have no right 
to change the route, and that according 
to a provisionof the company’s charter the Alder- 
men have no right to permit the company to 
change the route unless the Mayor also gives his 
consent. The injunction had been kept a. secret 
and was a good deal of a surprise to the Aldermen 
who acted in the interests of the railroad specu- 
lators. After the board had been called to order, 
Alderman Seaman at onee rose and moved that an 
adjournment be taken until 2 o’cloek this after- 
noon. The motion was carried by a vote of 19 to 6, 
Alderman Roberts, who had heretofore voted with 
those in favor of the scheme, casting his vote in 
the negative. The object of the adjournment is to 
give time tothe railroad men to secure the re- 

moval of the injunction. 
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GOLD BRICK SWINDLERS ON TRIAL. 

Henry C. Foster and Thomas Snow were 
placed on trial in Judge Garretson’s court, on Jersey 
City Heights, yesterday, on a charge of having’at- 
tempted to swindle John Van Horn out of $4,000. 


Mr. Van Horn had come into possession of a neat 
little sum of money, in October, when Snow waited 
upon him with a letter of introduction from a Cali- 
fornia Bank. Snow led him to his confederate. 
“He was the greenest-lookin’ feller I ever see,” 
Mr. Van Horn teld the jury yesterday. ‘ He didn't 
know what twice two was. He was afraid 
ot .the houses, and wanted to get back to 
the mountings,”” When Van Horm and Snow 
met this third man, Snow began to explain 
that he and his friend had come into 
posenicn in the West of a large number of gold 
ricks. They wanted a place to conceal them. Mr. 
Van Horn showed the couple his boat-house, and 
it was decided to be a safe hiding-place. Mr. Van 
Horn was, according to the arrangement then and 
there made, to have one-half the proceeds of the 
sales of the bricks, after they bad been brought on 
from the West. But they needed money with 
which to transport them to their newly selected 
hiding-place. Nothing less than $5,000 would do. 
They kad two specimen bricks with them. They 
were of brass, of course, but there was a plug of 
goldinthem. From this nugget of the genuine 
metal the men with a bit and auger cut some 
filings and gave them to Mr. Van Horn that he 
might test the metal. If it were genuine he was to 
advance them the money they needed, upon the 
two brieks. When they called two days later for 
the money, Mr. Van Horn had discovered their 
game and the arrest followed. The ‘trial will be 
finished to-day.

VIOLATING THE SANITARY CODE, 

John F. Gornmaies, General Superintendent 
of Transportation of the Erie Railroad Company, 
complained to the Board of Health yesterday of 
an alleged gross vielation of the sanitary laws by 
Ferdinand Brown, undertaker, of No. 222 East 
Houston-street. According to the statement of 
Mr. Gormies, two young men, named George and 
Frederick Cunningham, died in this City last 


Mareh of amall-pox and were buried in 
Cypress Hills Cemetery. Friends of the dead 
men living in Wellsburg, N. Y., wanted 


‘the bodies buried in that town, and arranged with 
Undertaker Brown to disinter the remains and 
send them to Wellsburg by the Erie Road. The 
bodies were disinterred on Wednesday of last 
week, inclosed ia ordinary wooden coffins, and de- 
livered to the railroad people. The stench from 
the decomposed bodies was so horrible that the 
coffins were placed by themselves in a freight car 
attached to an emigrant train. The remains 
reached Welleburg on Thursday morning. Mr. 
Gormies charges that not only was the sanitary 
code violated by Brown in not placing the bodies 
in air-tight metallic caskets, butithat the date of the 
death of the Cunninghams on the permit to disinter 
was altered so as to deceive the railroad baggage 
agent to whom the bodies were delivered. It is 
claimed that the men died in March, 1881, while 
the permit gives the date as 1880. Sanitary Super- 
intendent Day will investigate the case.

The passage of a tariff commission Dill 
fs, of course, urgently desired by the steel 
rail manufacturers for the purpose of stav- 
ing off any action on the tariff as long as 
possible. As the report of a commission ren- 
dered in the beginning of 1883 would not be 
likely to be taken up during the two months’ 
session of that year, the whole subject would 
be carried over till the meeting of next 
Congress, and would not practically be a 
pubject for discussion till 1884. It would 
then be affected by considerations raised by 
the pending Presidential election, and, unless 
political issues undergo a very complete 
change in the interim, would be treated as 
gingerly as the most rabid protectionist could 
desire. There are, however, signs of oppo- 
bition to the Morrill bill or any other com- 
mission plan even in the Senate, and in the 
Bouse the chances of its favorable reception 
do.not appear to be bright. The steel rail 
men find unexpected opposition in the 
members of their own lobby of last 
ression, who claimed $15,000 in re- 
turn for their efforts in ‘‘ promoting” 

he Eaton bill, but were refused payment 
on the ground that the money was to be paid 
only in the event of the passage of the bill. 
The ‘‘strike’ of the lobby can be readily 
compromised. It remains to be seen whether 
this Congress is prepared to surrender its 
rirht to deal with questions of revenue ac- 
cording to its own perception of their merits. 

There are people in Washington who 

insist that the Cabinet positions still to be 
filled will be given to ex-Senator SARGENT, 
of California, and Writtam E. CHAND- 
LER, nominally of New-Hampshire. Why 
auch a man as Mr. SarGent should be 
deemed a proper person to discharge the 
very difficult and responsible duties of Sec- 
retary of the Interior does not admit of easy 
explanation beyond the latitude of Washing- 
ton. One would imagine that a depart- 
ment around which gather half the job- 
bers and schemers who desire to swindle 
the Government would require at its 
head a man of unquestioned integrity and 
of exceptional strength of character. The 
President has not been credited with having 
any such man in view, but it is to be hoped 
that he will come nearer the ideal Secretary 
than Mr. Sarcent. As for Mr. CHANDLER, 
while nobody doubts his possession of great 
gbility asa party organizer, his well-earned 
fame as political intriguer and lobbyist is not 
calculated to secure a public welcome for his 
appointment as Secretary of the Navy. He 
might or might not have a better chance of 
being confirmed for that position than he had 
for the Solicitorship of the Treasury, but 
whatever appearance of political strength he 
might bring to the new Administration would 
be very dearly purchased. 


Criticism on the progress-of the Guiteau 
trial, either in regard to the demeanor of the 
prisoner or the conduct of the court, has not 
‘been freely indulged in by Tue Trugs for 
the sufficient reason that a daily nag- 
ging of Judge, counsel, or prisoner 
js not deemed to be within the 

rovince of a newspaper, no matter what 
the character of the trial may be. Oom- 
ment on the extraordinary compound of 
agotism. blasphemy, and sopbistry which 


the prisoner calls his Christmas greet- 
ing to the American people need be 
restrained by no similar scruple, but 
any attempt to do justice to that production 
would simply intensify the disgust which 
all right-minded men feel for the miserable 
wretch who is allowed such exceptional 
latitude in his fight to save his life. There is 
nothing new in the statement bearing on as- 
certained facts or on the workings of a mind 
whose depravity has been already sufficient- 
ly revealed in the court-room. The publi- 
cation of this mass of impudent self-justifi- 
cation may help to gratify the morbid ego- 
tism of the assassin; it can have but one ef- 
fect on the public sentiment to which it ap- 
peals. 


Naval Constructor Poor embraces an op- 
portunity, in the report concerning the dam- 
age inflicted upon the United States steamer 
Zennessee in a recent collision, to review the 
recommendations of the Naval Advisory 
Board. Mr. Poor’s remarks are more 
vigorous than elegant in their diction, and 
one might suppose that this really able 
officer was chatting in a free-and-easy man- 
ner with a comrade rather than penning a 
document addressed to the Secretary of the 
Navy. But there will be a general agree- 
ment with Mr. Poor when he says that 
it will be useless to build unarmored 
cruisers which are to be too weak 
to fight iron-clads and not _ swift 
enough to run away from them. Mr. Poor’s 
notion of a first-rate fighting vessel is to put 
afloat one powerful gun in such a manner 
that it cannot be destroyed or sunk by any 
known method of fighting. He thinks that 
this can be done by American inventors and 
mechanics, and that when it is done the 
nucleus of a formidable Navy has been 
created. It is evident that Naval Con- 
structor Poor has notions and plans of his 
own. If he thinks he can put afloat a gun 
that can destroy the Jnflexible, for example, 
and escape all chance of destruction itself, 
further details will be awaited with interest. 





Yesterday’s exposure by THe Tres of 
the methods employed by the Gould clique 
to gain control of the elevated railroads 
has excited wide-spread attention. There 
is but one opinion among reputable 
people as to its timeliness and 
unanswerable force; but something more 
than tacit approval will be needed to accom- 
plish the end which it had in view. It would 
be difficult by any new revelations of trick- 
ery or rascality to add anything to the 
well-established reputation of JAY GouLD, 
but it may have dawned on some peo- 
ple for the first time that the servility 
and corruption of the Judiciary, from 
which we were supposed to _ have 
been delivered ten years ago, showed 
new signs of vitality. Plundered stockhold- 
ers may be left to find their own 
remedy, if any remains to them, but 
the people whose interests are vitally 
affected by any suspicion that justice can 
be bought and sold cannot afford to dis- 
miss the subject as one of merely pecu- 
niary interest. Judge WksTBROOK is 
not the only occupant of the bench 
of our courts of record whose 
subserviency to stock jobbing influences has 
become somewhat notorious, and, in self- 
defense, if for no better reason, the New- 
York Bar should pluck up courage enough 
to probe the subject to the bottom. 


AWN ERA OF EXTRAVAGANCE. 

Among the criticisms which have been 
made upon the composition of the commit- 
tees of the national House of Representa- 
tives is one to the effect that they are made 
up in the interest of extravagant appropria- 
tions. Of the fifteen members of the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations only four have 


-served on it before, and it is noted as a sig- 


nificant fact that the men who have gained 
a reputation for resisting extravagant 
or unnecessary outlays of public money 
have been left off. It is also said 
that the Ways and Means Committee is 
likely to be favorable, from one motive or 
another, to keeping up a liberal revenue and 
at the same time restricting the payments on 
account of the public debt. Such a policy 
would furnish the means for appropriations 
on a generous scale. The Committee on 
Commerce is believed to be likely to favor 
schemes of internal improvement, and to be 
especially friendly to the Mississippi River 
and its tributaries. The Committee on Mis- 
sissippi Levees is made up almost entirely 
of members from States directly interested 
in the matters with which it has to deal, who 
are consequently likely to favor a liberal use 
of the public money for their benefit. That 
on Naval Affairs, of which ex-Secretary 
Ropzson is regarded as the leading spirit, is 
believed to be in favor of a generous plan 
of reconstruction and enlargement for the 
Wavy. Ten of the eleven members of the 
Committee on Post Offices and Post Roads 
are from Western and Southern States, 
where the demand is strongest for costly 
mail lines in the wilderness. The Pension 
and Invalid Pension Commitvees are repre- 
sented as in no way likely to favor a cur- 
tailment of extravagance in their direction. 
Considering the power which these com- 
mittees have over the initiation of legislation 
in the House, their composition may be 
fairly taken as an indication of the general 
policy to be pursued, or at least attempted. 

But there are other premonitions of an era 
of extravagance. Men out of Congress who 
are interested in projects for which public 
money is asked are showing unwonted ac- 
tivity and confidence. A vigorous campaign 
has been worked up in behalf of the im- 
provement of the Mississippi River on a 
scale which no one has been rash enough 
to propose in years past. Other schemes 
of a kindred character are putting in their 
claims for ‘‘ equitable’ treatment, that is, 
for a share of public money commensurate 
with their alleged importance. All these 
claims are likely to be pressed upon Con- 
gress with vigor and skill, and the resources 
of log-rolling and combination of interests 
will undoubtedly be employed to carry them 
through. While the development and im- 
provement of facilities for internal com- 
merce will be persistently urged upon 
Congress, there is every indication 
that the advocates of national aid 
-for the establishment and support of steam- 
ship lines engaged in foreign trade are going 
to work with renewed energy and hope. 
Aside from private and commercial projects 
which seek the help of Government subsi- 
dies, there are nronositions for heavy out. 
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lays for new coast defenses and for build- 
ing up a strong Navy. These are legiti- 
mate - public objects, and there is no 
doubt that something should be done 
in this direction, but there is no oc- 
casion for haste or extravagance. With 
a sensible and judicious national and 
international policy we can safely take our 
time in preparing for defense agdinst remote 
perils. Our chief ports should be adequately 
guarded, and a plan’ may well be adopted 
for gradually making them impregnable; 
but while we should have a fleet of respect- 
able quality and equal to all the require- 
ments of a powerful but peaceful nation, 
we need have no occasion for arming our- 
selves on the ocean to cope with the Navy 
of any other country. We can have such 
occasion only by making it. 


The time is undoubtedly favorable for the 
beginning of an era of extravagance such as 
some appear to apprehend. Not that the 
people are at all disposed to a public policy, 
domestic or foreign, involving large ex- 
penditures, or willing to pay unnecessary 
taxes that the proceeds may be squandered, 
but they are feeling somewhat the exhilara- 
tion of prosperity and are inclined to be 
less watchful of the methods by which 
public money is expended than in times of 
enforced private economy. When times 
were hard and the burden of taxation, as of 
every other demand upon private resources, 
was severely felt, a policy of economy in 
public affairs was imperatively called for, 
and its advocacy was the surest means of 
tecuring popularity in the public ser- 
vice. The effect of -prosperity is 
not so much to change the  princi- 
ples or convictions of the people in 
this regard as to relax their vigilance. 
There is a constant tendency for those who 
have charge of public affairs and the dis- 
posal of the funds of the people to be ex- 
tremely liberal, not to say extravagant and 
wasteful, on account of the pressure that is 
brought to bear upon them from a multi- 
tude of local and special interests. The only 
check upon this is a vigilant public senti- 
ment, and nothing but the conscious need of 
economy seems to be sufficient to keep 
this up to its task of restraining the Gov- 
ernment. What we most need is a high 
sense of public duty and of responsibility to 
the people in the men whose constant duty 
it is to take care of the interests of the Re- 
public, but our political system and political 
methods are in some respects not well cal- 
culated to secure this. This country is 
ruled more completely than any other by 
the power of public opinion, and it needs 
constantly to assert its authority and to 
make its requirements known. 





OONTESTS IN THE HOUSE. 


If it should happen, in the House of 
Representatives, that the majority of the 
dominant party was so narrow that a change 
of three or four votes might put the minor- 
ity in a majority, the decisions on the 
various contested election cases would as- 
sume great importance, for on the result of 
those decisions might depend the political 
complexion of the House. We are sorry to 
say that it could hardly be expected of any 
party that the majority in the House 
would possess sufficient self-denial and 
patriotic devotion or sense of justice to en- 
able it to decide any contested election 
case in such a way as to give the minority 
absolute control of the House. It is even 
believed by many dispassionate men that a 
Democratic contestant stands a poor chance 
with a Republican Committee on Elections, 
and that a Republican has no chance at all 
in a Democratic committee. It is a matter 
of history, however, that when a minority 
report is presented to the House from the 
Committee on Elections, that report favors 
the pretensions of the contestant with whom 
the minority in the committee and in the 
House, are in political sympathy. It is 
never found necessary for a minority of the 
committee to appeal to a majority of the 
House. 


These are suggestive facts. They show 
that the partisan spirit of Congressmen runs 
so high that Congressmen, when consider- 
ing one of the gravest questions which can be 
brought before them, cannot look at it from 
any other point of view than that of a possi- 
ble political advantage. The allotment of 
contested seats isa grave matter because it 
involves the right of the people to repre- 
sentation. Under the most flimsy pre- 
tenses a man may secure a prima facie 
right to a seat in the House of Representa- 
tives. He may, by favor or trickery, get 
the Governor’s certificate of election, be 
placed on the roll by the Clerk of the 
House, and thus get into a seat, while the 
lawfully elected representative cools his 
heels in the lobby. It is monstrous that 
the settlement of this contest should be 
made on a purely partisan basis, In 
such a case the man who was not elected 
sits in a seat, votes on the passage of bills, 
influences legislation, and draws pay from 
the Treasury. To all intents and purposes, 
he is a Representative in Congress, although 
in point of fact he has no more right in the 
House than a man who wasnot even a candi- 
date for Congress. And yet it is possible 
that when the case betwixt him and the con- 
testant is decided members will only ask 
which is the Democrat and which the Re- 
publican. 


Sometimes, however, the contest over a 
seat is so onetsided that the mere statement 
of the claim of one of the parties to the dis- 
pute is sufficient to settle everything. As- 
suming that a man who was not elected to 
Congress is in the seat, and that the man 
who was conspicuously and notoriously the 
choice of the voters is knocking for admit- 
tance, before we go any further, we must 
ask if the man in possession is in 
political sympathy with the dominant party 
inthe House. If he is, the waiting appli- 
cant must wait a long time before the House 
will vote upon the case. It has often hap- 
pened that the House has not voted on a 
contested election case until the end of the 
session, and that, when a decision was 
reached, the man who had held the 


seat was put out and he who had been- 


deprived of the office to which he 
had been elected was restored to his rights 
when it was too late to exercise them. The 
gross injustice of this is apparent. One can 
imagine the bitter indignation and sense of 
wrong inflicted with which a legally elected 
Representative takes possession of a seat 
awarded him when only a few hours of the 


session remain. And this is precisely what 
has happened more than once. 

The question of salary involved in one of 
these contests, although a very important 
one to the contestants, is really of very little 
consideration when compared with the prin- 
ciple at stake. To be sure, when the case is 
decided it usually happens that two men are 
paid as Representatives. If the contestant 
is defeated, he is usually allowed a lump 
sum for ‘‘expenses of contest.” If he 
is successful, he is, of course, entitled 
to full pay from the beginning to 
the end of the session, and this 
is what the. fraudulent ‘sitting member’ 
has actually drawn, from month to month, 
while he was in possession. But the in- 
justice of permitting an intruder to remain 
long in aseat to which he has no title is not 
personal, but public. If it should transpire 
that a Judge who was constitutionally dis- 
abled had secured a seat on the bench and 
had given numerous decisions  affect- 
ing life and property, while thus 
ineligible to hold his seat, there would be a 
great outcry. But the vicious practice of 
the House of Representatives is to permit 
men whose titles, to say the least, are not 
clear, to participate in the making of laws 
as freely as though they were in Congress 
by a vote of the people. In a political con- 
vention it is first necessary to ascertain who 
are entitled to seats as delegates. In the 
Congress of the United States the exact as- 
certainment of the membership is put off as 
long as possible. 





THE, FALLING OFF IN EXFORTS. 

The extent of the falling off in our ex- 
ports for the present year can already be ap- 
proximately measured by comparing the ex- 
ports of farm productions during the past 
eleven months with the corresponding period 
last year. Breadstuffs, cotton, and provi- 
sions not only stand at the head of our list 
of exports, but if is upon their relative 
abundance and value that the increase or 
decrease of our total export trade chiefly 
depends. The past season has been one of 
the most unfavorable for all farm crops that 
we have known -for ten years. The ex- 
treme and long-protracted drought extended 
over nearly the whole country, parching not 
only the wheat and corn fields of the West 
and North-west, but affecting quite as seri- 
ously the South, where such disastrous visi- 
tations are extremely rare. Cotton dealers 
and speculators are not yet agreed 
as to the amount of the deficiency in 
the cotton crop, but it is admitied 
that it will fall short of last year’s total by 
about three-quarters of a million bales. The 
shipments from this port from Sept. 21 up 
to Dec. 21 made a total of 165,476 bales, 
against 207,953 for the same period last year, 
a falling off of 42,477 bales, which at present 
prices can be safely and very conveniently 
reckoned at $50 a bale, or $2,123,850. The 
English Board of Trade returns for Novem- 
ber show a falling off in the receipts of raw 
cotton from all ports in the United States of 
£1,984,150 for that month alone. The 
total receipts at all our ports up to Dec. 
23 was 2,941,458 bales, or 256,421 bales less 
than at the same time last year, when 54 
per cent. of the entire crop had been for- 
warded. This proportion of loss will proba- 
bly be more than kept up in the returns of 
the coming months. 

The statement of the Bureau of 8tatistics 
showing the exports of domestic breadstuffs 
from sixteen principal ports for the month 
of November and the eleven months preced- 
ing exhibits a falling off of total values in the 
exports of wheat, wheat flour, barley, Indian 
corn, Indian corn meal, oats, and rye for the 
month of November of over $4,000,000 as 
compared with November, 1880, and of 
$46,849,918 for the eleven months end- 
ing Nov. 380, the shipments this year 
aggregating but $210,318,182. Of wheat 
alone 109,814,650 bushels, valued at 
$128,318,3878, were shipped in _ the 
eleven months this year against fa 
shipment last year of 133,870,955 bushels, 
valued at $189,572,814. The London Heon- 
omist, in commenting on the British trade re- 
turns for November, says: 

“Turning to the past month’s food importations, 
the most striking feature is undoubtedly the great 
reduction in our receipts from the United States. 
The wheat entered here from the Atlantic ports of 
that country showed a falling off of no less than 
2,000,000 hundred-weight, with a value of £1,030,000 
less than in November, 1880. Yet both quantity 
and value of our total wheat imports increased. 
Dealing with values only, we obtained £448,000 ad- 
ditional from the United States Pacific ports, £400,- 
000 more from Russia, and £465,000 more from 
India. On the other hand, our diminished receipts 
of flour, Indian corn, potatoes, live and dead meat, 
bacon, hams, lard, &c., from across the Atlantic 
have not been made good from other quarters. The 
recent disastrous gales on the Atlantic account for 
some portion of this falling off, but high prices in 
America are exercising a far more powerful in- 
fiuence over that country’s export trade.” 

The increase in the British receipts of 
wheat from our Pacific perts is something 
remarkable. In November, 1881, the re- 
ceipts amounted to £545,137, against only 
£96,709 in November last year, while for the 
eleven months this year’s receipts amount 
to £5,648,513, against £3,695,149 last year. 
This favorable showing disappears, however, 
when our exports on both oceans are added 
together. 

The statement of live stock and meat ex- 
ports from the port of New-York, which 
we published yesterday, yields the same 
depressing results when compared with last 
year’s statement. The table covers the 
twelve months ending Nov. 80. In live cat- 
tle the falling off, as compared with the year 
ending Nov. 80, 1880, was 45 per cent., or 
froma value of $7,411,904 to $3,984,865. 
In fresh beef the reduction is from 
$6,352,096 to $5,688,511; in hogs from 
$82,831 to $44,002; in sheep from 
$367,815 to $317,794, and in mutton 
from $183,542 to $132,287. In all these 
items together—live cattle, sheep, and hogs, 
fresh beef and mutton—the falling off in 
exports from this port alone is $4,280,129. 
It is to be noted that the decline in British 
receipts of living animals for the eleven 
months ending Nov, 30 was £1,673,000, 
showing that the falling off in importations 
from the United States was not made up 
from other countries. 

The foregoing figures do not in all re- 
spects represent quantities of the same kind 
or class. Some are for this port alone, some 
for all the ports in the country, some for 
the eleven months ending Nov. 30, and 
some for the year ending on that date. But 
the results they separately show may be 
added together and will exhibit an actual 
and unmistakable shrinkage in our exports 
in these classes. a shrinkage, too, that will 


become more instead of less formidable as it 
is corrected from the trade statistics of the 
months yet to come in the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1982. The figures show a falling 
off of $4,280,129 in the shipments of cattle, 
sheep, and hogs and fresh meat from this 
port for the year ending Nov. 30, a falling 
off of $46,849,913 in the breadstuffs exports 
of the whole country for the eleven months 
ending then, and a falling off of $2,123,850 
in the raw cotton shipments from all the 
ports from Sept. 1 to Dec. 21. The total is 
$53,253,892. For this loss the drought is 
mainly responsible. It diminished our sur- 
plus for export of breadstuffs and cotton, 
and, of course, raised the price, giving our 
competitors access to our principal foreign 
markets. Speculators also took advantage of 
the scarcity to run prices up to an artificially 
high figure, which had the effect of keep- 
ing grain back from the ports of shipment, 
and shutting out producers and legitimate 
dealers from the benefit of the exceptionally 
low rates of ocean freight. Owing to poor 
pasturage, cattle have come to this market in 
low condition, few herds being fit for ship- 
ment to our fastidious English customers. 
The prices of beef here have at the same 
time been so high as to leave very little mar- 
gin for exporters. If the rate of decrease 
in our principal exports which has produced 
the results given above holds good through 
the fiscal year, it is apparent that the in- 
crease in our export trade for the last two 
years will be very nearly neutralized in this 
single year. And from this misfortune, oc- 
casioned by agricultural disasters, the pro- 
tected manufactures have no power to save us, 


CHRISTMAS GIVING. 

There is no doubt that inits origin the cus- 
tom of giving Christmas presents was a pure- 
ly benevolent one. Charitable people gave 
food tothe hungry and trousers to the ragged, 
as the best way of celebrating the Christmas 
season. It was not very long, however, be- 
fore the circle of Christmas beneficiaries was 
widened and men began to give unnecessary 
and purely complimentary gifts to their 
wives and sisters. This was, so to speak, 
the middle age of Christmas giving. Men 
gave without hope of receiving gifts them- 
selves, and the early women who worked 
the first pairs of pastoral slippers or knit 
the pioneer Christmas purses had no thought 
of gaining anything more than the approba- 
tion of their own consciences. But modern 
Christmas giving has become a system of 
barter and exchange. It deserves a special 
chapter in future text-books on political 
economy. On the approach of Christmasa 
vast voluntary assessment is made upon 
every man and woman in the country, and 
though it is held to be purely optional 
whether one will give or will withhold, in 
point of fact the Christmas demand upon the 
pocket is as inexorable as the annual elec- 
tion assessment made upon the salaries of 
office-holders. 

A steady increase in the value of Christ- 
mas gifts made by men to women has been 
in progress during the last century, while 
the value of gifts made by women to men 
has remained nearly stationary. The bal- 
ance of Christmas gifts has been against the 
men, and the fact is full of alarming signifi- 
cance. A man with a large circle of rela- 
tives is often compelled to approach .the 
verge of bankruptcy when Christmas ar- 
rives, and prudent young men will ng longer 
marry girls who have an excess of sisters, 
lest they should be compelled to use their 
entire yearly income in giving Christ- 
mas presents to their sisters-in-law. <A 
few years ago an attempt ‘was made 
by cunning financiers to introduce an 
irredeemable paper currency of Christmas 
cards. These were, of course, inexpensive, 
and if substituted for bracelets and bonnets 
and diamonds, they would effect an enor- 
mous saving. It was estimated at the 
time (in 1876) that the average amount ex- 
pended on Christmas gifts by each male 
American was seven dollars and thirty-seven 
cents, and that this amount could be reduced 
to thirty-seven cents only, by the introdue- 
tion of Christmas cards. The scheme failed 
because there was no authority which could 
force the Christmas card-paper into circula- 
tion and retire the bracelets and diamonds. 
In fact, the scheme recoiled upon its own 
inventors. It simply added a new expense 
to the ordinary Christmas outlay, for wicked 
stationers manufactured costly Christmas 
cards, and men are now compelled to give 
away these cards in addition to their other 
gifts. 

Regarding Christmas giving purely as a 
form of barter and exchange, it is evident 
that it greatly needs to be regulated. As at 
present conducted, the supply seems to bear 
no relation to the demand. Men give their 
Wives gifts that the latter do not want, and 
they themselves. fail to receive the things 
which they need. There is a total want of 
concert among givers, so that gifts are often 
duplicated to a maddening extent. For ex- 
ample, a dainty little dish into which to 
knock cigar ashes isa nice thing to have, 
but the man who on last Christ- 
mas was presented with seventeen differ- 
ent ash-receivers does not know what to 
do with them. There are men who like to 
receive an occasional cake of delicate toilet 


soap, but when eleven different sisters, sis- 


ters-in-law, and cousins are simultaneously 
struck with the happy thought of giving 
Mr. Smith a cake of toilet soap, the excess 
of soap begins to wear the look of an objec- 
tionable practical joke. If every man were 
to give away just the gifts that the recipi- 
ents desired, and were to receive just the 
gifts that he himself wanted, the matter of 
Christmas giving would be regulated in a 
really scientific and effective way. 

A well-known student of social science, 
who is at present one of the intellectual or- 
naments of Boston, has devised a plan for 
the regulation of Christmas gifts which 
seems to be perfectly satisfactory. He pro- 
poses that each person shall give away pre- 
cisely the gifts which he or she wishes to 
receive, and that on the Ist of January there 
shall be s clearing-house established in each 
family, by means of which a general ex- 
change of gifts shall be arranged. For ex- 
ample, A has a wife—B—and two sisters— 
C and D. On Christmas he gives to his 
wife a box of cigars, to his sister C a new 
male overcoat, and to his sister Da meer- 
schaum pipe. His wife gives to him a new 
bonnet, to one of her sisters a diamond ring, 
ard to the other a sealskin coat, and in like 
manner C and D give to A and Band to 
each other whatever objects C and D par- 
ticularly wish for. _Each member of the 


family professes to be delighted with the 


_gifts received, and the joy of the household 


is unfeigned. A week later the clearing- 
house is opened and a general exchange of 
gifts takes place. A receives back all that 
he has given to B, C, and D, and each ofthe 
latter similarly receives back her own gifts. 
The final result is that A possesses the cigars 
and pipes which he coveted, B has a bonnet, 
a sealskin sacque, and a diamond ring, 
and C and D are equally well satisfied. 

This plan seems to be precisely what has 
so long been needed. It is to be hoped that 
on next Christmas it will receive a thorough 
trial, and that, if successful, it will be at an 
early day incorporated into the common 
law of Christmas giving, and receive a proper 
place in all subsequent books on political 
economy. 





The report that the English Ministry pro- 
pose to try anew method of governing Ire- 
land, by means of ‘‘superior magistrates,”’ 
having original authority to use troops and 
suppress disturbances, and who, according 
to further report, will possibly be employed 
as instruments in an attempt to compel the 
payment of rents, suggests an inquiry as to 
the probable course of the Government in case 
the dissatisfied landlords refuse to accept the 
rents declared ‘‘fair’’ by the Land Courts. 
Something very like this is foreshadowed 
by the extraordinary number of appeals 
from the decisions of thé sub-Commissioners, 
amounting to fully 60 per cent. of all the 
cases adjudicated. Not the least embar- 
rassing of the problems with which the Gov- 
ernment must grapple on the opening of 
Parliament will be that presented by the 
action of members representing the landed 
interest. They are sure to make a noisy 
protest against the valuations fixed by the 
sub-Commissions, and perhaps a deter- 
mined onset for ‘‘ landlord relief.’ 


The worthlessness of Mayor GRAcE’s pro- 
fessed desires to strive for the elevation of 
the character of the public service as far as 
lies in his power, is strikingly shown in his serupu- 
lously careful regard for party claims solely in his 
appointments of Police Justices. None of the new 
appointments of the last two years have been any 
improvement upon the former incumbents who 
faiied to secure reappointment from Mr. GRacE or 
his predecessor, and in some instances the charac- 
ter of the men, as regards ability and fitness for the 
post, is much inferior to the old Justices who have 
retired. The result of this has been that the tone 
of the Board of Justices has been very perceptibly 
lowered, and instead of realizing the popular ideal 
of magistrates who are inaccessible to out- 
side or improper influences, and zealous that 
the public shall be faithfully served, the pew 
appointees have simply carried into the board the 
not over-elevated aims or over-refined assagia- 
tions of mere politicians. Next yearthere will be 
two more vacancies to fill, namely, the places of 
Justices OrTeRBOoURG and Brxsy. Unless Mayor 
GRAcE materially improves upon his recent 
standard of selection, his appointments for 
these places will tend to still further lower the 


‘standing of the board, and convert it into a body 


of menwho donot aspire to higher credit than 
that of being lucky and consistent politicians, who 
do not forget to look after their friends in the dis- 
tribution of their patronage. Just how highly 
the Mayor and his recent appointees place 
the importance of being awake to political 
claims in the organization of the personnel 
of the courts was shown at the stormy Christmas 
meeting of the board, when a very large slice of 
patronage was divided somewhat after the fashion 
of the Christmas pudding. Justice Forp secured 
the election of a candidate to the four-thousand- 
dollar chief clerkship, now held by a gentleman 
whom it is not pretended he will excel as aclerk, 
but for whom it was necessary, according to com- 
mon report, to give the place in order to make 
good a pledge which, it is said, Mayor Grack gave 
him that he would be looked after if he resigned 
his position as one of the Mayor’s Marshals. Then 
Justices Forp and Waiter, by the unanimous vote of 
the board, were allowed to exchange assignments for 
a four months’ term, the first named going to Jeffer- 
son Marketand the latter to Harlem court. Thesole 
cause for this exchange was that the magistrates 
might be able to hold court in their respective 
political districts, and thus, it is to be presumed, 
be able to look better after the interests of their 
constituents than they would had they adhered to 
the original assignments. This system of exchang- 
ing terms is a harmful one always, and, moreover, 
it is direetly opposed to a wise rule of the board, 
adopted at the time of its reorganization, provid- 
ing for the regular rotation of the magistrates in 
the holding of sessions in the various courts. The 
exchanging always favors the introduction in the 
courts of outside politieal influences, which, it is 
obvious, should be rigidly excluded where the Jus- 
tice has a conscientious belief in the precedence 
of his obligations as a Municipal servant over his 
obligations as a politician to any political party. 
a 

All citizens who ?have had their business 
premises thrown open to invasion by reason 
of the outbreak of fire will sincerely hope that 
the fireman who was arrested on Christmas 
under suspicious circumstances in a burning 
building will be able to prove his complete 
innocence of any criminal design. The fireman in 
question was a ladderman of a hook and ladder 
company detailed at the great fire at South and 
De Peyster streets. He was found late at night in 
aroom containing a safe, and having in his pos- 
session an axe, which asa ladderman he had no 
use for or right toearry. A hole had been madein 
the door of the safe, and near the latter lay a screw- 
driver and a candle. In the fireman’s pockets were 
also found several articles of smail value which 
did not, it is alleged, belong to him. He was 
promptly placed under arrest, and was arraigned 
yesterday in the Tombs Court on a charge of burg- 
lary. Counsel appeared for him and put in a plea 
of not guilty in his behalf, andin extenuation of 
his conduct declared that his client had been 
drinking heavily all day, and was not perfectly 
clear as to what he was doing at the time he was 
arrested, and, above all, that he had certainly no 
design of committing a crime, Although the fact 
that he was intoxicated while on duty will prop- 
erly entail dismissal from the force, the moral 
effect will be much better if the accused shall 
be able to justify the introduction of that 
excuso than that he shall be shown to have 
willfully attempted a criminal deed. It is gratify- 
ing to note in connection with the unpleasant oc- 
currence the very general feeling of disgust and 
indignation which the incident has awakened 
througheut the ranks of the employes of the Fire 
Department, This feeling, in itself, is an indica- 
tion that these servants of the public spurn 
the stigma, slight and indirect though it be, which 
this arrest cast upon the honor of the force. It is 
another equally gratifying fact that magistrates 
fail to recollect a similar case in their official ex- 
perience for the last decade. This is as it should 
be, and itis certainly a pardonable pridein our 
efficient firemen that in many thousands of cases 
where there has been ample opportunity for them 
to pilfer without chance of detection, either at 
the time or ultimately, they have withstood all 
such temptation, and never forgotten that honesty 
is one of the good qualities which, with their gen- 
eral efficiency and excellent discipline, has entitled 
them to rank as a model corps ef Municipal em- 
ployes.

Dr. Tatr, the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
has begun a movement of considerable interest 
from a religious point of view. He has directed a 
circular letter to the English clergy calling atten- 
tion to the necessity or advisability of giving a lit- 
tle more attention to the spiritual condition of the 
emigrants who are flocking from Great Britain to 
America and the English colonies. The Arehbishop 
would appear to be of the opinion that the majority 
of these people leave their religion behind them with 
their native soil, and his remedy for this unsatis- 
factory condition of affairs is to establish a 
more direct communication between the Church 
at home and the Church abroad. He assumes that 
when an English emigrant reaches Canada or 
America he finds lesa aniritual attention. than he 


received in England, and that, therefore, it is tha 
duty of the English Church to keep a lookout aftes 
the emigrants, and, through zealous missionaries, 
endeavor to keep them from lapsing into heathen. 
dom or going astray with the errors of strang¢ 
Churches. It may possibly be the caso that there 
are not tn Canada or the United States encugh 
clergy in proportion to the population, or thai 
the clergy in these countries are not as active ag 
they ought to be In looking after the morality o/ 
strangers. If this is what the Archbishop of Cam 
terbury thinks, his yiews will surprise many peopl¢ 
on this side of the Atlantic who bave hitherto im 
agined that there are here as many churches, cler 
gymen, missionaries, and religious associations of 
various descriptions as there are in England in pro 
portion to population, and that no emigrant need 
be in want fora single day or even hour of that 
spiritual sustenance which was considered in Eng 
land to be essential to his well-being. It is difficult 
to imagine what the practical onteome of Dy 
TaTE’s encyclical will be. Will he send out to Amer 
ica, at the expense of England, a certain numbet 
of English clergymen, and sustain them here for 
the special benefit of emigrants? That wou!d 
not be likely to be a feasible plan, as 
emigrants to Canada or the United States 
do not . stay. together . when - they arrive, 
but scatter over the face: of the country and 
assimilate with the people, so that no imported 
clergyman could hope to have a congregation oj 
emigrants exclusively to minister to. Perhaps the 
Archbishop contemplates sending a missionary o1 
clergyman in every steerage. This is practicable 
enough, and would certainly do no harm, as the 
thousands of persons who travel across the At 
lantic in the steerages of passenger ships have 
little or no attention paid to them as regards mat 
ters of religion. Saloon passengers generally get 
the Captain or a clergyman to read prayers tq 
them at least once a weex, but the steerage trav 
eler has to piek up his spiritual comfort just where 
he can find it.

A week or two agoa paragraph in this col. 
umn, relating to the expert of apples from this 
country to England, closing with the practical 
suggestion that integrity and care in sending out 
goods serve as the best agent to sell, called forth g 
communication relating the experience of a 
Maine farmer. Five years ago this farmer sold 
his apple crop to atraveling buyer; he selected 
and packed the fruit most carefully. and put inte 
each barrel a slip containing his name and address, 
with a request for a report from the purchaser of 
their condition when opened and the satisfaction 
they gave. He had no idea of their destination, but 
it so happened that the lot went abroad and into 
the hands of a dealer near Liverpool, who was sa 
much pleased with their quality and condition 
that he wrote to the grower to offer to take his 
next crop directly; this offer was accepted, aud 
the wise grower has since had a permanent cus 
tomer. Had he been more sharp than wise he 
might have succeeded in shoving off a lot of in 
ferior fruit, or he might have “ deaconed” eaca 
barrel—to use an old New-England phrase—by pu 
ting the best at the ends; but he would hardly hava 
risked his address, and he certainly would not have 
heard agreeably fromthe purchaser. The consu- 
lar letters respecting export trade in provisions 
contain frequent warnings of the lasting mischief 
done by “smart’’ dealers who yield to temptation 
and get rid of poorstock by shipping it abroad; 
they secure a: transient profit, but retard the 
growth of the trade and inflict a wrong upon hon: 
ester shippers by giving American goods a bad 
name. Carelessnessin selecting and putting up, 
although free from intent to cheat, is only second 
to that in its harmful effects. The more difficult it 
is, in the nature of the case, for the consumer ta 
distinguish the quality of the article by its out 
ward appearance, the more important the most 
scrupulous care becomes. This remark applies es- 
pecially to canned fruits and vegetables,in which tha 
export trade is by no means what it should be. The 
value of preserved fruits exported, in cans or other- 
wise, was $195,283 in 1871, $250,420 in 1872, $318,678 in 
1873, $283,649 in 1874, $315,981 in 1875, $327,422 in 
1876, $762,344 in 1877, $435,450 in 1878, $386,718 in 
1879, $435,290 in 1880, $529,277 in 1881. This trade ig 
somewhat hindered by the 2444 per cent. duty ou 
tin plate, but might be increased far above the 
largest figures it has yet touched by strict main. 
tenance of quality. The same is true as to the 
domestic trade in canned goods. There isa lack 
of care in selecting, in preserving, and even in sell 
ing. Theeansthe consumer buysat retail may be o/ 
that same season, or it may have been carried ove! 
either in stock of the retailer, the wholesaler, or 
the packer; sometimes the retailer will replac« 
and return any that proves bad, but the label does 
not contain an offer to do so and the consumer if 
not aware of any warranty. When trade is once 
started it is not sustained by strictly keeping up ta 
the line in point of quality. In gerieral, the fact 
is everywhere admitted and appreciated that when 
the reputation of a particular name of producer o1 
dealer or brand of goods has become accepted as a 
guarantee of quality the name or brand becomes a 
veritable capital, equivalent to an assured annuity 
from an investment; but this valuable reputation 
consists in first producing a first-class quality of 
goods, then keeping it up until consumers have 
recognized this quality and learned the name, and 
then sticking to the standard. There are a goodly 
number of makes of American goods which ara 
favorites wherever once known, either at home of 
abroad, and sell on their name—bnut simply becauss 
the name has been found a practical guarantee of 
prime quality.

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A FINE HARBOR IN PERIL 


PROJECTED BRIDGING OF THE 
THAMES AT NEW-LONDON, 

@REAT INTERESTS ENDANGERED BY THE 
PLAN—COMMERCIAL AND NAVAL PACILI- 
TIES WHICH SHOULD NOT BE DESTROYED 
FCR THE ADVANTAGE OF A RAILROAD 

CLIQUE. 
' New-Lonpon, Conn., Dec. 27.—When 
the Connecticut Legislature meets in January 
one of the measures it will have to discuss and 
decide isa proposition to bridge the Thames 
River, at New-London, for railroad purposes. 
As the scheme originates with the Shore Line 
route connecting New-York and Boston, a 
route formed by tke combination of three 
separate Corporations, all wealthy, 7. e., the 
New-York, New-Haven and Hartford, the 
Providence, Stonington and New-London, and 
the Boston and Providence, it ean easily ba 
onderstood that it will be pressed in a power- 
*ul and substantial manner. Butitis a scheme 
that should be meted great thought and 
thorough deliberation, for it has a bearing on 
our national commerce, and especially on the 
coastwise portion of it, that is more important 
than a casual glance willindicate. And in its 
relation to commerce it intimately coucerns 
the merchants and the great shipping inter- 
ests of New-York. Undoubtedly the scheme 
has the backing of Jay Gould and his faction, 
as, should it succeed, and they obtain eontrol 
of it, as their recent manipulation of New- 
York and New-Engiland stock indicates they 
desire to, it will be but another link in 
this : vast chain that seeks to  sub- 
vert the national and popular rights 
nnd needs, and to make the whole country one 
great source of revenue for a corporation of 
grasping and selfish monopolists. Undoubted- 
ly, Mr. Gould is reaching over into Connecti- 
cut, seeking to influence legislation that will 
be for the benefit of himself and his partisans, 


and not for the interests of the people; and it 
is fair tosay that the present Legislature of 
the State will be more beset with new railroad 
schemes than any previous Legislature has 
been. But with these, except in one case, to 
which this article will again refer, the bridge 
has nothing todo. Reference has been made 
to them simply to show the real though distant 
promoters of the plan. ; 

Coming, then, to the bridge, the first thing 
to consider is its effect on the future commerce 
of the country. It is must be remembered 
that it is to be alow bridge witha draw, and 
that it will intersect the harbor at about one- 
third of its navigable and anchorage distance, 
thus cutting off two-thirds of the serviceable 
space. Our Atlantic sea-board is noted for 
an absence of what may properly be termed 
harbors of refuge. There are really only 
three—Newport, New-London, and Hampton 
Roads. The first has no capacity, and is there- 
fore of little practical use. Hampton Roads 
and New-London, however, are always access- 
ible, and each year sees an increase in the 
fleets that seek their waters for protection 

from astorm, The vast increase in our coast- 

iug trade—a trade that has assumed gigantic 

proportions and whose demands in the matter 

of harbor accommodations yearly swell the 

River and Harbor biil—has caused this matter 

f harbor frontages to be one of great impor- 

tance. Take, ior imstance, New-London. 

\ During the years ranging between 1850 and 

1860 the vessels seeking harbor found suflicieat 

anchorage in the waters at the mouth of the 

river. This stateof things remained the same 

nntil 1865, after which there was a gradual in- 

trease, and soon the fort was reached and 

passed, and now occasions find this fleet of ves- 

Bbels seeking refuge close to the place where it 

is proposed to build the bridge. If tho increase 

js simply such as has come during the period 

mentioned, the time is not far distant when 

pvery foot of anchorage for three miles will 

be needed, andif this proposed bridge cuts off 

two miles of the harbor it destroys it useful- 
hess to that extent. 

Now, how does this concern New-York? At 
jeast two-thirds of the vessels seeking refugein 
New-London are bearing freights to or from 
jhe Metropolis, and itis safe to say that this 

roportion will be carried on in the future, 

‘ake away the facilities for refuge now af- 
forded and the danger risk is increased, and, 
pf course, the insurance as well. Thus it will 
be seen that to impair the harbor facilities of 
New-London isa matter that has much con- 
tern for the business men of New-York, and, 
in fact, for the business men of Boston and all 


jea-board cities having a coastwise trade. 


There is another point in this matter more 
concerning the future than the immediate 
present, but which must be now considered. 
And this is the question of a port of relief for 
both New-York and Boston. The demands 
made by the business and commerce of both 
ports will soon cail for that harbor frontage 
now held by the Government for naval pur- 


poses, but it will not do to remove the means 


of naval defense far from either point. Sit- 
uated as near the centre of the dividing space 
as it can be, having superior access to the 
ocean and also ready means of reaching either 
point, New-London isthe one place on the in- 
tervening coast that becomes of vital impor- 
tance. And beyond the fact that it is so sit- 
uated it has the added qualification of adapta- 
bility, no other place on eur entire sea-board 
affording that frontage and accessible land 
offered by the Thames naval station, nor one 
5o adapted to the needs of the naval service. 
Whiie it is undeubtedly true, therefore, that 
Wew-London will from necessity become the 
future naval station for the protection of New- 
York and Boston, it is as undoubtedly true 
that the building of this bridge below the 
naval station will be of great damage to its 
usefulness and cause a great amount of future 
trouble. No naval authority can be produced 
that will advocate the construction of a 








bridge, and especially of a draw-bridge, 
between a naval station and the _ sea, 
To be useful, the station should have 


ready access to the ocean, and above all, 
have uncontrolled command of a_ wide 
channel, so that several ships could advance or 
retreat in a supporting line. The chance for 
this that a bridge affords, where one ship only 
could pass slowly through the draw, becomes 
plainly apparent to the most superficial 
thought. 

There is still another contingency that may 
arise, which concerns the future of our com- 
merce, This, as is well known, grows yearly. 
Each decade finds the vast trade that is coming 
to us imereased. And this trade requires 


harbor accommodations. Have we such 
a vast accumulation of good harbors 
that we can afford to allow any 


of them to be deprived of their usefulness ? 
This is a national question. It is more impor- 
tant than the 2 or 3 per cent. that may be 
added to the dividends of certain railroad mag- 
mates. And concerning the matter of travel 
between New-York and Boston, will the 
bridge be of such great moment as to call for 
. the destruction of the naval and commercial 
advantages spoken of ¢ In the first place, it 
will not lessen the time by mere than 10 min- 
ntes, and most travelers find s profitable 
Investment for that time, as it enables them 
to obtain the refreshments called for by a 
bundred-mile ride in the cars. Andagain, one 
of the proposed new roads will cut the Thames 
at the Lead of mavigation and shorten the dis- 
‘* tance by some twenty or more miles, thus tak-. 
Ing away the little time advantage claimed by 
the bridge people. This new route proposes to 
run parallel with the New-York and New-Ha- 
ven to the latter place, then strike for the Con- 
ecticut River ata point directly in line with 
oston. It willtouch Norwich, situated at she 
head of navigation on the Thames, and so con- 
tinue on until it reaches its destination. The 
proposed route is at least 25 miles shorter than 
amy line now running, and it is claimed that a 
careful selection of localities will shorten this 
by several miles. Of course, as this new line 
will clash with the new ventures of Jay Gould, 
Sage, Field, and others of their clan, it will be 
shown ‘no favor by them; and yet it is the 
best through route between New-York and 
Boston, in so much as the matter of time is 
concerned. Thus the bridge will lose its im- 
portance in this factor. 

The questions for the merchants of the coun- 
try to consider are, however, these; First— 
Shell New-London be crippled in the matter 
of its availability for the great defensive naval 
depot of the Northern Atlantic coast ? Second— 
Shall the harbor of New-London be taken out 
of the category of harbors of refuge? Third— 
Shall the Nation allow one of its best harbors 
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will only add to the benefit of an insignificant 
minority? At first, this bridging of rivers that 
are the outlets of commerce seems a matter of 
little interest to the mass of the people, but the 
truth is we are dependent in a large measure 
on our commercial prosperity, and the great 
thing to be considered is to keep free all of 
the best harbors of our Atlantic sea-board. 
There isno eulogy needed for New-London 
in this matter. its water frontage is one of 
the finest on the coast, Its depth of water is 
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for commerce to be blockaded by a bridge that | 


eee 


equal to the needs of the great leviathans that 
now ply between Europe and this country. In 
the severe Winters that render navigation at 
other points so dangerous it is free from these 
ice blockades. Even the long-continued sever- 
ity of last Winter failed to close its wharves 
to navigation, Can we afford to throw away 
such advantages—and they are natural advan- 
tages—for the sake of benefiting a few private 
corporations? This is the point to settle. 
Did it concern Connecticut alone, it would be 
proper to let the Legislature of the State set- 
tle the matter, unbiased by outside pressure. 
But it does not affect that State alone, nor 
does it alone affect New-England. It is a mat- 
ter of moment to the merchants of New-York, 
and through them, or directly, by reason of 
its great commercial relations, to the business 
of the country, and thus to the people engaged 
in this business. 

A decided expression is needed, and its voice 
should not be silent long, for when an obstruc- 
tion to commerce or advance is once estab- 
lished it takes a mighty effert to remove it. 
The prevention proverb is the best one to ap- 
ply in this case.

REPORTED BURNING OF DURAND. 





SUPPOSED EXECUTION OF THE THREATS OF 
THE LYNCHED MURDERER, ED WILLIAMS. 
St. Pavt, Minn., Dec. 27.—A correspondent 

of the Pioneer-Press at Eau Claire, Wis., telegraphed 

late last night as follows: ‘‘Information has just 
been received from Durand that all of the business 
portion of the village was destroyed by fire yester- 
day afternoon. The burned distriot includes the 
Eckle House, Lament & Darwin's store, and every 


building in the two principal blocks northward and 
on both sides of the street. The origin of the fire 
is unknown. The amount of loss was not ascer- 
tained.’’ Vigorous telegraphic inquiry at several 
stations in the neighborhood of Durand, which is 
20 miles from the railroad, has failed to confirm 
this statement up to thistime. It has a coloring of 
probability, however, and contains the possible 
germ of a very sensational development. 

The hanging ot Ed Maxwell led to a very bitter 
feeling among a certain class of people in the 
-ounty, and the air has been thick with threats of 
revenge to be visited by his friends unon the town 
where he met his fate. The Pioncer-Press received 
alarge number of anonymous letters after the 
lynching breathing threats of revenge upon the 
town and its Pa. If the fire was incendiary in 
its origin, and the crime can be traced to any ene 
identified with the Maxwells, it is not improbable 
that a new chapter in the series of bloody and vio- 
lent deeds that have disgraced Pepin County may 
be opened. The following is an extract from one 
of the threatening letters referred to. It is dated 
Pepin, Noy. 23: 

This is the fourth man that has been lynched tn 
this neighborhood; nine more thatI know of that 
have been tarred and feathered and rode on arail, 


three of them dying from the effects. We ask, 
is there no law to protect us? Will not 
the Governor of this State reach out his 
arm of- power and unish the guilty ? 


I speak now for 80 brave, resolute men who are deter- 
mined to have their rights vindicated at the risk of 
their lives. If the Governor won't enforce the law 
and protect the rights of all men, we wil! do it with- 
out his aid. We here now,in one voice of 80 law- 
abiding citizens, most solemnly swear that if the Gov- 
ernor of Wisconsin does not punish the alleged offi- 
cers and mob that murdered Ed Williams in cold 
blood, we will burn the county seat, Court-hoase, jail, 
and every building in the village of Durand that shel- 
ters one of the alleged mob, rut as for Under Sheriff 
Knight, we wWilltake care of him ourselves and save 
the arm ot justice the trouble and expense. Lon Wil- 
lMams is now on his road to Durand to meet the same 
fate of his brother, but he will not be the only dead 
man there on that day. VOICE OF JUSTICE, 

Two aifferent dispatches from Eau Claire to the 
evening papers here give opposite versions of the 
fire. One says: ‘*‘ Fire broke out from a defective 
flue in the office of the Eckler House, at Durand, 
Sunday, at 1 o’clock, and spread to adjoining build- 
ings, destroying almost that entire portion of the 
city, comprising 28 buildings out of 81. Dr. S.J. 
Humphrey’s loss is $4,500; E. Parkhurst, tota! loss, 
$1,400; Ostrecher & Boston, total loss, $1,500. Ail 
other losses had partial Insurance. Competent 
authority tixes the loss at $15,000 in the aggregate.

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OBITUARY. 


JONATHAN MAYHEW. 
Jonatkan Mayhew, one of the oldest citizens 


of Buffalo, is dead. He was born at Edgartown, 


Martha’s Vineyard, June i1, 1789. On the occasion 
of the obsequies of Gen, Washington, Dec. 18, 1799, 
he marched in procession with the school children 
at Edgartown. In April, 1804, he went to Boston, 
where he served six years as clerk in a wholesale 
dry goods store. In 181i he went to Albany, 


and from there to Schaghticoke Point, He 


was & soldier in the war of 1812, and was 


on the march to Plattsburg when news was 
received of the triumph of the American 
Army and Navy, and the regiment was discharged. 
He resided’at Schaghticoke until 1818, havingin that 
year gone to his native place and married Miss 

‘liza Cooke, whhn he removed to Manchester, 
Ontario County, N. Y., where he established a coun- 
try store. Hewwas appointed Postmaster of Man- 
chester by President Monroe in 1821, and held the 
office until he moved to Buffalo, in 1827. He had 
previously formed a copartnuership with John W. 
Beals, of Canandaigua, and under the firm name 
of J. Mayhew & Co. commenced the iron busi\ 
ness. 
son became a member of the firm, which was 
known as that of Wilkeson, Beals & Co. Mr. May- 
hew withdrew from the firminthe Spring of 1831 
and formed a copartnership with Capt. Sheldon 
Thomson, under the name of J. Mayhew & Co., to 
carry on a stove and general ironware trade. The 
partnership continued for six years. In 1835 or 
1836 Mr. Mayhew erected two large brick stores 
in Prime-stréet, into which he removed from the 
stove store adjoining, and, subsequently, formed a 
copartnership with the late Mr. Thomas J. Dudley. 
His first three partners passed away several years 
ago, and Mr. Dudley more reeently. Mr. Mayhew 
was for some time engaged with Alderman Thomas 
L. Ray and 8. E, Cleveland in the manufacture of 
steam-gauges and locomotive head-lights, Mr. 
Mayhew being President of the comps- 
ny. From 1855 to 1870 he was in the 
employ of the United States Government, having 
resigned Jan. 1, 1870, The last few years of his life 
were spent in retirement. During the late rebel- 
lion Mr. Mayhew was a member of the * Union 
Continentals,” which company was commandeg by 
ex-President Millard Fillmore. Mr. Mayhew served 
with the company until it was disbanded at the 
close of the rebellion, He was a Royal Arch Mason, 
and undoubtedly the oldest member of the order 
in Buffalo, having been made a Mason in 1815. 
was, during the whole of his residence in Buffalo, 
a worthy member of the First Presbyterian Church. 
He has been the father of seven children, five of 
whom are now living. His venerable widow also 
survives. The children are William C. Mayhew, of 
Buffalo; Mrs. Gen. J. C. Woodruff, of Staten Isl- 
and; T. C. Mayhew, of Toledo; J. Edward May- 
hew, of Jamestown, and Elizabeth Mayhew, >of 
Buffalo, 
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OBITUARY NOTES. 

The Hon. C. G. Myers, Attorney-General of 
the State of New-York from 1859 to 1862, died at his 
residence in Ogdensburg last evening. 

The Right Hon. Sir Robert Lush, one of the 
Lord Justices of Appeal of England, is dead. He 
was born at Shaftesbury Oct. 25, 1807, and after 
being educated in his native town was admitted 
to the Bar in 1840. In the practice of the 
law he met with much success and became 
Queen’s Counsel in 1857. In November, 1865, he 
was appointed one of the Judges of the Queen’s 
Bench, when he received the honor of knight- 
hood. He was nominated, in August, 1878, one of 
the Royal Commissioners to inquire into the pro- 
visions of the Draft Code relating to indictable of- 
fenses.

A STEAM-BOAT IN FLAMES 


NINETEEN LIVES LOST BY AN EX- 
PLOSION. 

DESTRUCTION OF THE WEST POINT AT 
WEST POINT, VA.—AN EXPLOSION FOL- 
LOWED BY FIRE—WORKMEN IMPRIS- 
ONED IN THE HOLD—OTHERS BLOWN 
INTO THE WATER. 

RicHMonpD, Va., Dec. 27.—The destruction 
of the steamer West Point, at the village of West 
Point, yesterday, and the killing of 19 persons, was 
one of the most fearful disasters tuat has occurred 
in this State, with the exception of the burning of 
the Spottswood Hotel and the burning of 40 or 50 
people on Christmas night, 1870, and the Capitol 
disaster, an occurrence of a few months before. 
At noon yesterday, while the steamer was moored 
to the wharf at West Point, discharging her 
cargo and receiving a new one, an explo- 
sion occurred in the hold of the vessel. There 
were 80 men on boara at the time, and nearly all 
of them in that part of the steamer when the ex- 
plosion took piace. Most of these were colored 
stevedores engaged in shifting the cargo from the 
hold to the wharf. Their songs and laughter could 
be heardin the village. - The song of the jolly 
stevedores kept time with the quick movements 
of their trucks as they rolled over the decks and 
up the gangways of the vessel in removing the 
freight. 

Just as the men were working with the heartiest 
good-will and their song and pleasantry was at its 
height, the explosion occurred, quickly followed 
by the agonizing cries of the men. The explosion 
tore off the decks of the steamer. The noise of 
explosion was followed by flames, which shot 
up into the air and rapidly envelopéd the steamer. 
Several of the men on board were blown out into the 
river, where three of them were rescued by persons 
fromshore. The men in the hold were hemmed in by 
a wall of fire through which escape was impossible. 
Several are represented to have battled manfully 
for their lives. Every avenue of eseape, however, 
was cut off. Those who were near enough to the 
spot to witness the scene represent it es one never 
to be forgotten. The cries of the suffering victims 
could be heard for a moment appealing for 
aid. The moorings which boun the burn- 
ing steamer to the shore were eut 
to prevent the flames communicating to the 
wharves, and the vessel was cust loose on the 
river, when she was rapidly€arried up the stream 
by tide and wind. As there was a large quantity of 
kerosene-oll and gasoline on board, the flames 
spread with great rapidity. preventing the possi- 
bility of any aid. It is probable that many of those 
who lost their lives were killed outright by the ex- 
plosion, but the others were burned to death. One 
of the men blown overboard, Peter Geogehan, the 
first mate, was rescued by a party from the shore, 
badly wounded. : 

At the time of the explosion the man attending 
to the engine was in the engine-room attending to 
his duties. The fearful noise startled him. 
He put his head out of the porthole to 
see what was going on, when the flames swept by 
aud scorched his hair. He worked his way out 
and effected his escape. A little boy named 
Garlick, who was an amateur stevedore, escaped 
from the burning vessel by jumping into the 
river, where he struggled manfully with the 
waves and was finally rescued. Five men were 
stowing cotton inthe after hold. As soon as this 
gang heard the explosion and saw the rapid spread 
of the fire. they, together with the boy, made for 
the starboard port and plungedintotheriver. At 
that moment a large hatch slid off the deck and 
fell upon them, disabling four of them insuch a 
manner that they never rose again, The fifth 
one sayed himself by swimming back to the wharf, 
The following are the names of those who 
were killed, burned to death, or drowned: L. 8. 
Bradford, chief of stevedores, of West Point; Ed- 
ward Kerse, wharf hand, of Richmond, and a mess 
boy, name unknown, of Baltimore, and the follow- 
ing colored hands: Jarvis. fireman, of Baltimore; 
James Staples, Alexander Wilson, Joe Johnson, 

Lee Jennings, and Ben Smith, of Richmond, Love- 
land, of Yorktown; Samuel Watkins, Sheppard 
Taylor, Nelson Baylord, and Horace Bibbs, of West 
Point; Nelson Starke and Charles Tyler, of New- 
Kent; Albert Jackson, Jack Parker, and Adolphus 
Babbitt, of City Point. 

The cause of the disaster is unknown. At the 
time of its occurrence there was no fire on board 
except a small lamp used by a man engaged in 
cleaning out one of the boilers. Whether gasoline 
or kerosene in some way came in contact with 
this, or whether the disaster was caused by spon- 
taneous combustion ot some material on board, is 
not yet decided, A few moments before the ex- 
plosion oceurred Mr, Adams, the forwarding agent 
at Westport, had visited the hold of the vessel and 
found everything allright, as far as known. ‘The 


officers of the steamer and persons in the village 
did allin their power to save the victims. 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 27,—The steamer West 
Point, Capt. Billups, of the Baltimore and York 
River Line, made her first trip from this port on 
‘Tuesday of Jast week. She was one of the best 
uppointed freight boats in the Chesapeake trade, 
175 feet long and a capacity of 625 tons. She was 
almost entirely new, Sent from the ship-yard, the 
only old portion being the iron plates and frame of 
the steamer Shirley, which was burned at the 
same place while lymg at the wharf in Novem- 
ber, 1880. The vessel was rebuilt at a 
cost of $65,000 and named the West Point, 
She was insured for $40,000, as foliows: Five thou- 
sand dollars eaeh in the Fire Assoelation of Phila- 
delphia; Lancashire, of England; Williamsburg 
City, Queen, of Liverpool, and North American, of 
Philadelphia, and $2,500 each in the National, of 
New-York; Connecticut Fire, British-American, 
Peabody, of Baltimore; German-American, of New- 
York, and Howard, of Baltimore. George F. Need- 
ham, the general freight agent her. says that all of 
cargo between decks had been discharged and tho 
greater portion of the freight in the lower hold, 
which consisted of a car-load of compressed hay, 
20 tons of fertilizer, and the coal-oil and gasoline, 
The freight-hold was separated from the boiler- 


room by an iron buikbhead. 
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A BTHAMER ON THE ROCKS. 
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THH &8OUND BOAT NORTHAM ASHORE ON 


BLACKWELL’S ISLAND. 


Enveloped in a fogso thick that it almost 
obscured her lights, the Sound boat C. H. Northam, 
belonging to the New-Haven Steam-boat Com- 
pany, lay on the rocks last night at the lower end 
of the reef running out from the toot of Black- 
well’s Island. She was listed heavily to starboard, 
and her prow was high and dry out of water, 
while her stern was almost submerged. The 
Northam left her pier at Peek-slip on her regu- 
lar trip for New-Haven at 8 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. A heayy fog rested on theriver. The 
steamer proceeded without interruption until it 


approached Blackwell's Island, when the pilot 
thought he would take the east channel and hug 
the Long Island shore, as he deemed it the safest. 
Suddenly he beheld right under the bow of the 
vessel a dark spot, which he could not make out, 
but he knew it meant danger, and he signaled the 
engineer to reverse the engines, He had scarcely 
pulled the bell-rope when a crash occurred, and 
the great boat, quivering from stem to stern, half 
rose out of the water. In a few seconds she began 
to settle down and list to starboard. The engines 
were stopped by the shock, but the Cap- 
tain, John @. Bowns, ordered them started 
and tried to back off. The boat held 
fast, and it was found that she could not be moved 
without aid. The Captain, who was inthe wheel- 
house, where he is required to be until the Sound 
is reached, went below to allay the fears of the 
passengers. No panic was created, but considera- 
ble alarm prevailed. ‘The passengers numbered 
about 50, of whom 15 were ladies. The Captain 
went into the hold to see whether the steamer 
was leaking. The water was coming in through 
the bottom, -weil forward on the starboard side. 
The donkey-pumps were set at work, and it was 
soon seen that they would be able to keep up with 
the flow. There was no immediate danger, andthe 
Captain considered it best to wait until thefog 
lifted a little before attempting to go ashore to se- 
cure assistance. He, however, kept sounding the 
whistle, and in about 10 minutes received a re- 
sponse. The responding boat, by means of signals, 
was able to come up alongside and proved to be 
the Sylvan Stream, of the Harlem Line. The pas- 
sengers were put on board and brought back to 
Peck-silp, from which they subsequently left for 
New-Haven in the Continental. Capt. eather- 
wax, of the Sylvan Stream, reported the accident 
at the office of the New-Haven Company and a tug 
was sent up. 

A reporter of TE Trues boarded the Northam 
last night. A lighter had been secured, and the 
freight was being removed with the hopes of float- 
ing off the steamer. ‘‘I can only say to you.” said 
the Captain, “that the boat ran on the rook in the 
fog at 3:40 o’clock. We were running at 
the rate of eight miles an hour—abeut halt 
our usual speed—when we struck. There 
are three projecting rocks at this point, 
almost in a direct line, which are out of the water 
at alltimes. We passed the Canoe Rocks further 
down in safety and ran on the first one. It is im- 
possible for me to tell how badly the boat is 
damaged, but I think not to any great extent. We 
went on at high water otherwise we might have 
pulled off without unloading. There were on board 
about 150 tons of freight, consisting of ale, flour, 
leather, and general mercbandise, besides 30 tons 
of coal for the use of the steamer. The crew, in- 
cluding waitersiand others,numbers 80. The present 
depth of water in the hold at the deepest point is 
three or four feet.” Capt. Bowns has run on the 
Sound for 50 years, and has been master of the 
Northam ever since she was built. 

The pilot, Peter Wahigemuth, said: ‘“* There were 
four deck-hands at the wheel with me when we 
struck. The wheel was hard over, as we were try- 
ing to make the east channel. We were troubled 
somewhat by ferry-boats and tugs coming up, and 
through sheering out for them we got out of our 
course a trifie. Weranuporm the rock about 25 
feet, I should say. You see, we have to pass within 
about a boat’s length of these rocks when in the 
regular channel, and it is no easy matter to avoid 
them in a feg.” 

At the office of the company the reporter was told 
that the boat would probably be got off at hign 
water thisafternoon. She will be put in a dry-. 
dock for repairs. There is no marine insurance on 
the Northam, consequently the damage will be 
sustained entirely by the company. : 

The Northam was named in honorof the late 
\President of the company. Her dim 
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feet over all and 85 feet beam. Her registered ton- 
nage is 1,426. When light she draws 8 feet of water, 
and yesterday, partially loaded, she drew Oh4. She 
can: accommodate 700 passengers. The Northam 
was built in 1878 at a cost of 000, 
On the morning of Tuesday, Nov. 27, 1877, 
while lying at the foot of Seventh-street, 
East River, receiving a new shaft, fire broke 
out in her lower cabin, and before it could be sub- 
dued the upper works and the upper deck on the 
port side were burned. Three negroes, who were 
sleeping in the forecastle, perished. The damage 
was $225,000, and the insurance $175,000, The boat 
was rebuilt, and two years ago began running 


again. Her value is estimated at $225,000. 


STOLEN BONDS BOUGAT BAOE. 
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HOW PRESIDENT EELLS RECOVERED HIS 
PROPERTY—BUT HE ‘‘ DIDN’T NEGOTI- 
ATE WITH THE THIEVES.’”’ 

From the Cleveland (Ohio) Leader, Dec. 26. 

At last the excitement is over, and the de- 
tectives, amateur and professional, who have 
been possessed ef an ambition to earn the reward 
offered for the return of the bonds stolen from 
Mr. Dan P. Eells at the Commercial National Bank 
on Dec. 8, and the apprehension of the thieves, 
may calm themselves. Mr. Eells is now in the 
possession of the bonds,and is out something in 
the neighborhood of $30,000, which he had to pay 
for their return. It is safe to say thatno more 
coupon clipping will be done and the bonds left 
in the presence of a stranger a second time. There 


are various rumors in circulation in official circles 
as to the manner in which the bonds were obtained 
by Mr. Eells, and the different accounts are widely 
at variance in some particulars. ‘The following 
are the correct details: 

About a week ago a detective from an Eastern 
city came to Clevoland, sought out Mr. Eells, and 
had an interview with him concerning the stolen 
bonds, and intimated that they could be obtained 
by the payment of a reasonable amount, but that 
$7,500 was far short of what might be considered 
“reasonable.”’ No definite understanding was ar- 
rived at, and the stranger got bim gone. Negotia- 
tions through the mails were entered into, and last 
Friday the detective again came to this city. Asa 
result of the last conference an arrangement was 
perfected whereby the bonds were to be returned 
upon the payment of a certainsum. Saturday af- 
ternoon the bonds were received and the price 
paid over to the agent. The money given for the 
bonds was $27,500. The expenses of different out- 
side detectives and attorneys engaged in effesting 
the settlement inflated the bill to nearly $30,000. In 
securing his property, Mr. Eells had no negotiations 
directly or indirectly with the thieves, or with their 
agents, unless the detectives and lawyers referred 
to may be eonsidered as such. The entire transac- 
tion does not refleet much credit on the members 
of the detective force who extorted such a high 
figure. And for fear of any misunderstanding on 
the subject, let it be remarked rigbt here that the 
Clevelana officers have no part in the reward. 

Last nighta Zeader representative called upon 
Mr. Daniel P. Eells at his home, and found him 
just returning from church. Mr, Kells was asked 
whether or not he had recovered his bonds. He 
said: ‘I prefer not to say anything on that ques- 
tion now.”” Some further conversation occurred, 
im the course of which Mr. Fells,in replying to 
questions, said: ‘‘ A party called on me on Friday 
or Saturday at the bank and told:me that an attor- 
ney was in the city prepared to return the bonds to 
me for considerable money. I have had no nego- 
tiations with the thieves. I am not at liberty to 
state what steps I have taken to recover the bonds, 
but am not without hope that I will get them.” 

** Billy” Burke, who, it wiil be remembered, was 
brought here from Buffalo, was one of the party 
who put up the scheme of robbing tke bank and 
carried it to a successful conclusion. This facet was 
very definitely decided upon before Burke was 
taken to New-York on the Governor’s requisition. 
It was thought that the chances were if Burke 
were away and released from arrest on account of 
the bond robbery it would be easier to negotiate 
the return of the instruments, For that reason a 


warrant was not sworn out for Burke until he was 


on the train and it was known he could not be 
taken. The result proved the correctness of the 
theory. The band of which the bond thieves 
are members is very large, and its operations extend 
over a wide stretch of country. This was learned 
pending the arrangements for the return of the 


railroad bonds. When any member of the mob gets 
into trouble, from the wealth in the possession of 
his friends and compantons it is easy to procure 
bail, which is promptly and effectually jumped. 
Oscar Byrnes, a Cincinnati thief who lately took up 
a residence in Sandusky and varied the menotony 
of his life by taking arun up to Grand Rapids to 
rob Kidder’s fur store, affiliates with the same 
erowd. Byrnes was arrested Friday night in New- 
York with $8,000 worth of sealskin sacques in his 
truak. Another member of the same fraternity es- 


caped from the Pittsburg authorities last week. It 


is not probable that the men at present under ar- 
rest will remain there long,

THE STATUE OF: LIBERTY 


PREPARING TO RECHIVE THE GIFT 
OF THE FRENCH NATION. 
MEETING OF THE NEW-YORK COMMITTEE— 
AN APPEAL TO THE AMERICAN PEOPLE 
—MONEY TO THE AMOUNT OF $250,000 

REQUIRED FOR THE PEDESTAL. 

The Bartholdi Statue Committee met at the 
Union League Club last evening to take measures 
to secure the pedestal for the gigantic statue, and 
tocomplete details connected with the appropri- 
ate reception of the gift of the French vation to 
America. The Hon. William M. Evarts occupied 
tne chair, and there were also present J. W. Pin- 
chot, the Treasurer; Richard Butler, the Secretary. 
and the Hon, Edwin D. Morgan, Parke Godwin, 
Samuel D. Babcoek, Henry F. Spaulding, 
Frederick R. Coudert, Clark Bell, Samuel P. Avery, 
J. Seaver Page, Joseph H. Choate, Charles Lanier, 
the Hon. Noah Davis, Charles Seidler, and George 
William Ballou. These gentlemen spent two hours 
in discussing matters relating to the raising of a 
subscription to obtain a fitting pedestal for the 
statue. It is estimated that $250,000 will be needed 
for this purpose, as it is proposed to have one that 
will be at least i60 feet high, the desire being to 
have the entiré piece of statuary 300 feet in height. 

fter considerable debate the committee adopted 
an appeal to the American people to aid the move- 
ment tosecure the earlycompletion of the statue. 
Tho address is signed by Messrs. Evarts, Morgan, 
and Godwin, and it sets forth briefiy all that has 
been done in connection with the project of erect- 


ing the statue, and closes wii\ an appeal for sub- 
scriptions from citizens throughout the Union. 

The appeal first recalls the organization in France 
of the ‘* Union Franco-Americaine de France,” in 
the Summer of 1875, to erect a colossal statue to 
commemorate the securing of American inde- 
pendence. The statue is known as “Liberty En- 
lightening the World,” and the union designed to 
have it erected in the harbor of the Metropolis. A 
banquet was held to commemorate the in- 
auguration of the project, and Edouard 
Laboulaye, a distinguished and patriotic writer, 
was chosen President of the union, and among 
The members who enrolled themselves as patrons 
of the enterprise were Oscar de Lafayette, Marquis 
de Noailles, Marquis de Rochambeau, Count de 
Tocqueville, Cornelius De Witt, Henri Martin, and 
Paul de Rémusat. Others whose ancestors partici- 
pated in the struggles of the Revolution, or who 
have since proved themselves the earnest admirers 





and the steadfast friends of our country 
and her’ institutions, also became mem- 
bers. In their first appeal to the Freneh 
nation these gentlemen declared that their 


“ design was in remembrance of a glorious anniver- 
sary, toraise an unequaled monument. We pro- 
pose toerect in the middle of the fine harbor of 
New-York, on an island belonging to the States of 
the Union, inthe face of Long Island, where some 
of the earliest battles of independence were fought, 
a gigantis statue, whose frame on the horizon shall 
be the great cities of New-York, Brooklyn, and 
Jersey City. There, on the threshold of the continent 
so full of a new life—where vessels from all parts 
of the world are constantly passing—it will rise 
from the bosom of the waves and represent 
* Liberty Elightening the World.’ ” : 

The project received cordial co-operation from 
the Frenchmen, and the seulptor, M. Barthoidi, be- 
gan his work ef modeling the statue, the hand and 
torch of which have been displayed for many 
months in Madison-square Park. The sculptor’s 
design isa star-crowned figure of Liberty, holding 
atorehinherhand. This figure was to be 150 feet 
in height and to rest on a pedestal of similar 
height. In 1877 a meeting was held by the Cen- 
try Club, and a committee was appointed 
to interest the country in the project, 
and to secure necessary legislation touching 
the reception and inauguration of the statue and 
to raise all funds necessary to carry out this part 
of the undertaking. This committee, which num- 
bers 46 prominent citizens as active members, se- 
eured the passage of a resolution in Congress au- 
thorizing the President of the United States to 
accept the statue, setting apart &@ portion of Gov- 
erner’s or Bedloe’s Island as a site upon which 
the statue is to be erected, and further providing 
that,upon the completion of the statue and pedestal, 
the President shall cause the same to be inaugn- 
rated with such ceremonies as will serve to testify 
the gratitude of our people for this expressive and 
felicitous memorial of the sympathy of the citizens 
of our sister republic, and heshall be authorized 
to cause suitable regulations to be made for its 
future maintenance asa beacon, and for the per- 
manent care and preservation thereof as a montu- 
ment of art and of the continued good-will of the 
great nation which aided America in her struggle 
for freedom. 

After referring to the seiection of Bedloe’s Isl- 
and as asite by Gen. W. T. Sherman, in pursuance 
of instructions from President Hayes, the appeal 
closes as follows: 

“Owing to the occurrence of political troubles in 
France, the collection of funds for the statue was 
for atime delayed; but all obstacles have. since been 
overcome; the necessary money, about the sum of 

250,000, has been secured, and the statue will soon 
be completed. It only remains for the American 
people, in recognition of this noble expression of 
regard and sympathy on the part of the French 
people, to provide for the reception and inauguration 
of a work of art which will form not only an impres- 
sive ornament tothe entrance of the commercial me- 
tropolis of the Union, but answera useful purpose asa 
beacon or signal station, and prove for the entire Na- 
tion an enduring reeord of the early, existing, and, let 
us hope, lasting friendship of the two great republics 
of the nineteenth century. The committee who were 
appointed to commend the project to the concurrence 
and co-operation of their fellow American country- 
men propose tocirculate in all the great cities and 
towns of’ the United States a series of subscription 
papers soliciting a general assistance. In order that 
all classes of citizens may be enabled to take part in 
this grand, patriotic enterprise, subscriptions to 
an amount, however lIsrge or however small 
will be gladly received by the committee. Not only 
individual citizens, but Chambers of Commerce, 
Boards of Trade, Exchanges, Tradesmens’ and Me- 
chanics’ Associations, and social clubs, and other 
legal or voluntary organizations, are particularly re- 
quested tointerest themselves in the furtherance of 
our object. Upon a careful inquiry, under the most 
competent and trustworthy advice, the committee 
are of opinion that the erection of a _ pedestal, 
comporting with the vast proportions of the statue, 
and in solidity and dignity worthy to be its 
enduring support, §n whose structure every unne- 
cessary expense will be spared. will cost about an 
equal amount with the statue. The contribution by 
our people of its moiety of the munificence of the two 
nations is alone needed to crown the splendors of the 
great harbor of this continent with this imperishable 
monument and decoration. Having recently cele- 
brated at Yorktown the achievements of French and 
American valor in the war of independence, it wlil be 
afitting close to those imposing ceremonies to give per- 
manence, we might almost say eternity, to the memo- 
ries awakened on the occasion by the erection of this 
stupendous image of ‘Liberty Enlightening the 
World.’” o j 

Aftor the adoption of this address aletter was 
read from Minister Morton, who recently drove 
the first spike in the statue in the presence of the 
sculptor, Barthold, and a_ throng of citi- 
zens in Paris. The Jetter described that im- 
pressive ceremony. * After its reading the 
committee adjourned to meet at the cal! of Chair- 
man Evarts. It will probably meet again in a 
fortnight, and meantime effort is being put for- 
ward to secure contributions from prominent citi- 
zens to start the subscription lists for the pedestal.

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PREVALENCEOF SMALL-POX

QUESTIONS RAISED AS TO THE 
EFFICACY OF VAQCOCINATION. 
HE MEDICAL PROFESSION DISCUSSING THE 
RUBJECT—IS THE DISEASE GROWING MORE 
DEADLY ?—HAS VACCINE LYMPH DEGEN- 
ERATED ?—WHAT BRITISH WRITERS BAY. 


The prevalence of small-pox, apparently 
radiating from many centres of infection, in the 
larger cities of the United States and Europe dur- 
ing the year that is just closing has attracted the 
attention of the medical profession to several very 
important auestions relative to vaccination, and 
particularly to the comparative merits of bovine 
lymph and of vaccine transmitted from human 
body to human body. The principal centres of in- 
fection in the United States have been New-York 
and the contiguous cities, Philadelphia, and the 
larger cities of the West. In Europe the disease 
has prevailed even more actively than here, Seldom 
or never rising to the proportions of ar epidemic, 
but attacking such a section of the population 
in large cities as to give cause for serious 
alarm. - This statement is- especially true 
of Paris, Berlin, Vienna, and London. In 
the latter, in particular, it has on several occasions 
approximated to epidemic virulence, as, for exam- 
ple, during the week ending May 21, when the re- 
ports of the London health authorities had to re- 
cord the enormous aggregate of 1,890 cases, with 


108 deaths—a prevalence and mortality from the 
disease only equaled in Philadelphia, where, of all 
cities in the United States, it has raged with nearly 
epidemic severity. Inthis City, Jersey City, and 
Brooklyn cases have been of frequent occurrence, 
but the disease has by no means risen to epidemic 
proportions, though prevalent enough to warrant 
the increasing activity and vigilance manifested 
my our health officials, The questions raisea 
have been whether our vaccine lymph has de- 
generated of late years; whether bovine lymph 
‘or that which has passed through the pro- 
feess styled humanizing is most efficient in pre- 
\veating and mitigating the disease, and whether 
Snerc has orhas not b®en of late years an increase 
in the ratio’ of cases among persons who have 
been vaccinated, as compared with the whole 
number of seizures coupled with an increased ratio 
of mortality. Itis coneeded in all quarters that 
the disease seems to have acquired a new malig- 
naney during the last decade, and that this fact 
must be considered in discussing the increased 
ratio of mortality reeorded by vital statistics. It 
must also be considered in the discussion of the 
three important questions just now engaging the 
attention of medical practitioners. 

Independent of the contributions of medieal so- 
rieties to the literature of the subject, the most im- 
portant as well as the most exhaustive and specific 
memoir issued during the year has been that of Dr. 
Charles Cameron, member of Parliament, who 
ooldly propounds the question whether vaceination 
as now practiced in Great Britain is as efficient in 
‘ts protection against the subsequent occur- 
renee and virulence of small-pox as it was in 
the days of Jenner, who, as experts in med- 
jeal literature are fully aware, believed that 
vaccination was well-nigh absolute in its 
preventive energy, and whose belief, though par- 
taking, perhaps, of the enthusiasm of discovery, is 
strikingly verified by the fact that during the first 
25 years after its practice was eommenced the 
number of cases of post-vaccinal small-pox that 
pecurred in England was exceedingly small. Dr. 
Cameron answers the question he has propounded 
most decidedly in the negative; he elieves, 
in a word, that vaccination is not as efficient 
either as a protective measure or as a miti- 
gative one as it was in earlier times, and 
by no means. stands alone in his _be- 
lief—the celebrated Dr. Simon, whose inquiries 
relative to the causation of consumption have ren- 
dered his name famous, having arrived at the same 
eonclusion, one, by the way, which was stated by 
a commission of the Belgian Academy of Medicine 
a quarter of a century ago in an exhaustive report. 
The Belgian commission maintained, ss a leading 
fact, that vaccine becomes enfeebled by transmis- 
sion from animal to animal without losing 





its preventive power altogether. The reports 
of Dr. Simon and of the Belgian Commis- 
sion were, however, based on very _ insuf- 


ficient evidence, while tkat of Dr. Cameron bristles 
svith statistics ina manner to command the atten- 
tion if not the assent of medical readers. He finds 
that until 1819, the year of the great epidemio in 
Scotland, no statistical information of comprehen- 
sive value had been accumulated. That outbreak 
attracted general attention in Europe, and from its 
date accurate observations became the order of the 
day in France, Switzerland, Sweden, and Denmark. 
Omitting the Swedish figures as inexact, the num- 





ber of cases of post-vaccinal small-pox  re- 
corded in these countries from 1819 to 
1836 amounted to 15,186. The mortality was 
26K or 1.75 per cent. Dr. Marston 


of the London Small-pox Hospital, supplies Dr. 
Cameron with data from 1886 to 1852, during which 
period he records 2,787 post-vaccinal cases, with a 
mortality of 6.9 percent. From 1852 to 1867 Dr. 
Cameron finds that 10,898 cases are recorded, with 
a mortality of 7.6 percent., while among unvac- 
cinated cases the deaths amounted to 85.7 per cent. 
of the whole number stricken with the disease. 
Again, during the last deeade, (1870 to 1880,) the 
record comprises 15,000 post-vaccinal cases, with a 
etill advancing ratio of mortality, the exact figures 
being 9.6 per cent. 

The objections to Dr. Cameron’s view are, per- 
haps, that the observations are not sufficiently 
ill, and that the ratio of mortality:in post-vaccl- 
nal cases has not advanced more rapidly in propor- 
tion than it has among cases of the unvaccinated; 
for while the former has increased from 1 per cent. 
to nearly 10 per cent. during the present century, 
the latter has also advanced from 25 to 45 per 
erent, during the same period, according to 
is latest caleulations, thus proving an increase 
u the virulence of variola, independent of vaccina- 
ion. It should be recollected by American prac- 
itioners, also, that Dr. Cameron draws his con- 
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riusions largely from British statistics and British 
experience, end that bovine lymph is seldom used 
by English 

States it is 


practitioners, while in the United 

generally employed to the ex- 
clusion of vaccine taken from the _ ha- 
man arm. In this City, indeed, no other 
is now tolerated by medical sentiment, and the ex- 
perience of our Health Board during the year has 
demonstrated its efficiency, although it is now 15 
years since yaceine propagation from the Beau- 
gency stock was begun, and nearly 11 years since 
the first vaccine farm was established in this coun- 
try. Two years after its introduction Dr. Martin 
reported that 400,000 vaccinations had been per- 
formed, and that not a single ease of post-vaccinal 
yariola had been recorded. In this City during 
the last year nearly every case that has occurred 
as been either among unvaccinated persons or 
among those who had not been vaccinated since 
infancy. Our American experience is, therefore, 
by no means corroborative of the views of Dr. 
Cameron, although it cannot be positively said that 
vaccine lymph has not somewhat degenerated dur- 
ing the last 10 years. In the hospitals of the West, 
according to Dr. De Wolf, a distinguished vital 
statist, the larger proportion of cases of small-pox 
pecur among Scandinavian, Polish, or Bohemian 
patients, who have been vaccinated several times, 
put the mortality among whom is startling. These 
vaccinations were, however, mostly performed at 
home, and cannot, therefore, be embraced in 
Americap statistics relative to the efficiency of 
boviue lymph. The question raised by Dr. Came- 
ron, in common with other questions of equal im- 
portance, must consequently, even with the 
more favorable experience of American practition- 
ers, remain for the present an open one, but one to 
which our vital statists should, in view of the in- 
creased prevalence and virulence of the disease of 
ate years, give the immediate and careful atten- 
‘ion for which the example has been set not alone 
oy European inguirers, but by our most influential 
medical societies in Eastern and Westerncities. It 
is dn assured fact that with all our boasted advance 
in pathology and methods of treatment auring the 
jast half a century, the liability to death from small- 
pox has increased rather than diminished; the per- 
centage of fatality in unvaccinated cases having 
nearly doubled, and that ia cases where vaecina- 
tion has been performed once, twice, or thrice, 
having been augmented nearly ten-fold by the 
agency of aseries of causes as yet undiscovered 
and undefined by the medical profession, but po- 
tent for evil, and pregnant with terror to the con- 
stantly exposed public. According to Dr. Cam- 
tron, and as a fair inference from the statement of 


Dr. De Woif, in  post-vaccinal cases, pa- 
jients having two, three, and four ci- 
ratrices, are as liable to death as those 
who have only been vaccinated once; 


that is, repeated vaccination exercises no more 
joftening influence on the disease thana single one, 
1nd no more protective influenee. unless the last 
ricatrix is very recent. But this statement, again, 
is based mainly upon British data and upon experi- 
pnee with vaccine taken from the human arm, not 
upon the statistics of bovine lymph as now very 
renerally employed in this country. It may serve 
;o awaken the interest and stimulate the industry 
of American observers, but it cannot be accepted 
ts applicable to our experience with the disease 
ind witb the preventive power of vaccination.

WINDING UP ITS AFFAIRS. 

The Rockland Park Association met at the 
pfice of W. 8. Gurnee, Jr., & Co., at No. 35 Nas- 
ian-street, yesterday afternoon, for the purpose of 
winding up its affairs. The association was or- 
zanized during the prevalence of the real estate 


speculative fever some years ago, and its proper- 
ty consisted of a large tract of land near Rockland 
Lake, just above Nyack. The intention of the or- 
ganizers of the associatien was to establish a vil- 
lage where New-York people who desired country 
life after business hours could reside. The scheme 
was a failure, however. The farms were not di- 
rided into handsome village lots, and the property 
was eventually sold again for farming purposes.

GRAND JURY PRESENTMENTS. 








BOB-TAILED CARS CONDEMNED—ATTENTION 
CALLED TO THE DOCK DEPARTMENT. 
On being discharged by Recorder Smyth 
yesterday the Grand Jury handed in the following 
presentment, signed by Mr. Henry G. Marquand, 
foreman: 


“The attention of the Grand Jurors has been 
called to an evil existing in the present method of 
running horse ears and driving stages in the City as 
adopted by some of the car and stage companies. 
They believe that the running of cars and stages in 
which one man is required to discharge the duties 
both of conductor and driver is based upon a false 
idea of economy, and endangers the lives and 
limbs of our citizens. One mancannot safely un- 
dertake to do more than attend to his horses 
and be on the lookout against running over 
persons having to cross the streets. The record of 
accidents caused by horse cars and stages shows 
an alarming increase and demands that some ac- 
tion be taken by the proper law officers to compel 
the companies to have a conductor on their cars 
and stages in addition to the driver. They are of 
opinion that if the laws now in existence are in- 
sufficient to effect this, the attention of the Legis- 
lature should be ealied to the matter, to the end 
that such laws may be promptly enacted as will 
compel horse car and stage companies using the 
streets to see that their conveyances are sufiici- 
ently manned to secure safety to the public. 

“Too much license is now allowed by the Police 
in connection with the sidewalks and carriace- 
ways of the City. Sidewalks are incumbered so 
asto impede the free travel of foot passengers. 
Large quantities of merchandise are allowed to re- 
main on them fora great part of the day; pea-nut 
and newspaper venders permanently occupy them 
as though they had the rights of proprietorship. 
Sellers of old furniture, grocers, and marketmen 
usurp nearly the whole sidewalk with impunity, 
while the interruption of traffic by ‘skids’ and 
other devices for Joading and unloading vehicles 
is indiscriminately permitted. The cross-streets 
in that part of the City which should be as free 
and unobstructed as possible, are now crowded to 
such az extent as to call for extreme vigilance in 
enforcing the laws. The Grand Jury have been 
impressed with the great laxity shown in keeping 
the cross-streets and sidewalks, especially those 
eee of Chambers-street, clear and unincum- 

ered. 


After condemning the practice of permitting 
small boys to build bon-fires in the streets at elec- 
tion times, the Grand Jury suggests that the law 


on that subject and that of obstructing the side- 
waiks be printed and distributed to members of 
the Police force, and that offenders be warned 
that the law would be enforced. The Grand Jury 
next calls attention to the great losses resulting 
to the City in the management of the Dock De- 
partment, as shown in the report to the Mayor by 
the Commissioners of Aecounts,and believes it to be 
the duty of the legal officials of the City to hold the 
delinquents to a strict accountability for culpable 
mismanagement, and in cases of unpaid rents to 
prosecute vigorously and prevent in future the 
abuses which have existed in the mismanagement 
of the docks, whereby many have been rented at 
very low rentals, and other valuable property used 
for years without payment of any rent, on the plea 
of their being unfinished. The Grand Jury is of 
opinion that the loss to the City Treasury arising 
from mismanagemenge in the Dock Department will 
amount to hundreds of thousands of dollars, and 
that the subject needs vigorous action on the part 
of the officers of the City, special attention being 
directed to the case of the leasing of Pier No. 41 
North River, at the foot of Leroy-street. 

Recorder Smyth said he most heartily concurred 
in the suggestions of the Grand Jury, and especially 
those in relation to the affairs of the Dock Depart- 
toent. His Honor ordered the presentment placed 
on file, and discharged the members of the grand 
inquest with the thanks of the court.

ALDERMANIC PROCEEDINGS. 
The Committee on Law of the Board of Al- 
dermen made a report at yesterday's meeting of 
the Common Council in favor of repealing an ordi- 


nance passed in 1847, allowing house-owners on 
Fourteenth-street, between Broadway and Sixth- 
avenue, to have courtyards, 15 feet deep, in front 
of their buildings. Alderman Hawes explained 
that since the private residences on Fourteenth- 
street had given way to business establishments, 
the courtyards had been turned into places for 
all sorts of booths and = stands, which 
were a serious obstruction to pedestrians. 
after a long discussiou the matter was laid over. 
The Law Committee reported favorably a resolu- 
tion so amending the ordinances relating to side- 
walk obstructions that persons ‘suffering’ ob- 
structions to be placed in front of their premises 
might be prosecuted as well as those ‘' placing” 
the obstructions. During the discussion of the 
resolution Aldermen McClave and Perley declared 
that the Corporation Attorney's office was corrupt, 
and that the grossest favoritism was practiced in 
the imposition and collection of fines, Alderman 
Sheils defended the Cocporation Attorney, and laid 
all the blame of favoritism upon the Police Cap- 
tains, ‘most of whom were Republicans.”’ Finally.

THE FIRES ON CHRISTMAS EVE. 





COMMITTELS OF INSURANCE MEN TO PROTECT 
THE SOUTH-STREET PROPERTY. 

A meeting of the Board of Fire Under- 
writers was held in the rooms of the Fire Patrol, 
at No. 115 Broadway, yesterday afternoon to con- 
sider what united action was necessary to secure a 
minimum of loss on the South-street fire of Christ- 


mas Eve. The amount of insurance on the store- 
houses and their contents has not even been esti- 
mated yet, and one of the underwriters said toa 
Times reporter that probably two months or more 
will elapse before it will be possible to adjust the 
losses and insurance. It is believed that the loss 
wiil not fall short of $1,500,000, and it is quite pos- 
sible that it will exceed that figure. The ware- 
houses were stored with merchandise in bond be- 
longing to merchants ail over the country, 
and much of it is as yet unidentified. 
To secure the better protection of goods 
of this class was the main object of the 
meeting yesterday, and two committees of five 
members each were appointed to take charge of 
this property. The committee forthe store at Nos, 
73 and 74 South-street includes Charles Halsey, of 
the London and Globe Fire Insurance Company; 
Samuel D. Blagden,of the North British and Mercan- 
tile Company; John K. Oakley, of the Continental; 
Charles Sewell, of the Commercial Union, and 
George M. Coit, who represents the Hartford com- 
panies having risks on the buildings and their con- 
tents. The second committee, which is to take 
charge of the store at Nos. 71 and 72 South-street, 
is composed of Charles Halsey, Alfred Peck, who 
represents the Boston, Providence, and Rhode 
Island companies interested in the losses; David 
Adee, of the American Fire Insurance Company; 
E. R. Kennedy, of the Boston Board of Under- 
writers: and George D. Patterson, of the Clinton 
Fire Insurance Company. The committees were 
instructed to make arrangements with the Govern- 
ment to take the goods out of bond, and to re- 
move them to some place where they can be pro- 
tected from further damage, and the meeting then 
adjourned. . 

Among the losses which have been ascertained 
and the insurances fixed are the following: On the 
three buildings, Nos. 73 and 74 South-street, No. 33 
De Peyster-street, and No. 162 Maiden-lane, owned 
by the Wetmore estate, the loss is estimated at be- 
tween $39,000 and $40,000. The South-street build- 
ing is insured in the Howard, National, Knicker- 
bocker, American, and Continental, Companies 
for $5,000 in each; the De _ Peyster-street 
building for $10,000 in the Royal Company, 
of London, and the Maiden-lane building for 
$7,000, in the Equitable, of this City. Genars, 
Fernandes & Co., tobacco merchants, lost between 
$7,000 and $8,000, and are insured for $3,000in the 
Commercial Union and for $5,000 in the North Brit- 
ish Company. Lozeno, Pendas & Co. lose $60,000, 
and held policies of $5,000 each in the German- 
American, Guardian, North British, Royal, and 
Liverpool and London Assurance Companies, 
and of $10,000 in the Commercial Union. The loss of 
F. Miranda & Co. is about $80,000, and the firm is 
insured for $85,000 in some 25 companies of this 
City, in policies ranging from $2,500 to $3,000, 
Leonard Triedman & Co, estimate their loss at. 
from $45,000 to $50,002, and are fully covered in the 
Liverpool and London and Globe, and other com- 
panies. A. Blanco loses about 33,000, which was 
not insured. Vega, Bernheim & Co., between $3,000 
and $3.500; insured for $7,500. Other losses and 
{nsurances are as follows: O’Donohue & Foster, 
$3,000, fully insured in tke London Assurance 
Company; L. Morigo, Jr., & Co., $2,000, cov- 
ered by the North British Company; Simon 
Auerbach, $7 500, insured for $7,000 in 
the Globe -and Mercantile, of Boston; J. 
Schock, about $5,500, insured for $6,000 in 
the Royal; Antonio Gonzales, $60,000, insured for 
$10,000 each in the Royal and Attna, and $15,000 
each in the Liverpool and London and Globe, and 
the North British; M. F. Tunore, of Brooklyn, 
about $4,000, insured for $3,000in the Liverpool 
and Lendon and Globe: Charles Y. Faile, $7,000, 
insured in the Washington, of Providence, R. I.; 
G. F. Gilman & Co., $30,000, fully covered in the 
Liverpool and London and Globe; E. and G. 
Friend, $10,000, insured in the Hamburg Magdeburg 
for $3,000, and for $5,000 each in the Transatlantic, 
Commercial Union, and the Queen. 

Asgisiant Captain William C. Braisted, of the fire- 
boat Willlam F. Havemeyer, makes a satisfactory 
explanation of what appeared to be * a gross and 
apparently inexcusable mistake” in not stationing 
the boat where her fire apparatus could best be 
brought into service at the warehouse fire in South- 
street. Capt. Farrell was on leave of ab- 
sence when the Havemeyer received orders to 
move, and on Braisted devolved the command. 
He took the boat to the slip opposite the scene of 
the fire, but. finding that entrance to this was com- 
pletely blockaded by two steamers, two barges, a 
derrick, and a lot of tugs, he was compelled to take 
the nearest and most available siip—that at the 
foot of Fletcher-street. The difference in distance 
between the two slips and the fire was oniy tour 
lengths of hose, and this trifling stretch by no 
means impaired the efficiency of the Hayemeyer’s 
service. At5 o'clock the next morning the slip op- 
posite the fire had been cleared of its obstructions, 
and the Havemeyer took up a position in the now 
available slip. 

The aggregate insurance on the property of W. 
T. Moore & Co., in the building at No. 359 Broad- 
way, which was burned on Saturday night, 
amounts to $160.500, and the loss by the fire is esti- 
mated at $125,000. Alvah Hall & Co., dealers in 
umbrellas in the same building, suffered to the ex- 
tent of about $30,000. and were insured in different 
companies for $155,000, 
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AUDITOR PALMERS STHALINGS.

WHAT HE TOLD THE EXAMINER OF ACCOUNTS 
—CONFESSING HIS GUILT. 
The Mayor of Newark, with several city 


Officials, including the members of the Finance | 


Committee, visited the jail yesterday to confer 
with Auditor Palmer concerning his defalcations. 
His counselrefused to permit the interview, but 
Mr. Yalden, the Examiner of Accounts, who saw 
Palmer, stated that he told him that the items 


aleady ascertained by the experts to have 
been torgeries were part of the bulk 
of his. stealings. His defalcations had been 


in the sinking fund interest account, the deficiency 
and tax leave accounts. Palmer had also pointed 
out to the expert the items of other embezzlements 
aggregating $75,000—these items not including any 
of those which have been already uncovered by 
the examination of his books. He said he had not 
forged the signature of the Mayor or of the 
City Council, or of the City Clerk to any 
of tbe warrants or checks with which 
his embezzlements had been accomplished. 
He had prepared papers and proofs of regularity, 
which deceived these officials as often as he needed 
to outwit them, and their signatures were genuine. 
‘The Treasurer accepted his word on all official bus!- 
ness without question, and he had no difficulty in 
securing that official’s mame to whatever papers he 
desired. He confessed that he had known of Hall’s 
defaleations, but had never dared to denounce him 
as a faithless official for the reason that he was 
afraid of being exposed himself, and he completely 
exonerated Mr. Dickerson, his assistant, from 
either knowledge of his frauds or complicity with 
him in their perpetration. 

Three years ago Palmer was asked whether he 
had a check upon Hail. He replied that he had, 
though his books were a little behind. The stories 
of anintimacy existing between the two dishonest 
officials is also denied. Neither spoke of the other 
and when Hall’s name was mentioned in Palmer’s 
presence, or Palmer’s name was mentioned in Hall’s 
presence, it was always received with a disparag- 
ing shrug of the shoulders. And they were never 
seen together till, on the night before the disclo- 
sures were made, they were seen talking earnestly. 
Then, it is presumed Palmer told Hall of his com- 
ing confession and Hall made up his mind to run 
away. Notwithstanding the hope of the officials 
that Hall would surrender himself into cus- 
tody, no trace of his whereabouts has 
been got, and the Finance Committee yesterday 
authorized a reward of $500 for his apprehension 
and arrest. In the circular sent out yesterday an- 
nouncing the reward. Hall is described as 5 feet 844 
inches high, weighing 150 pounds, with light corn- 
plexion, large, full eyes, light blue or eray in color. 
Wben last seen he had heavy side whiskers, light in 
shade, It has been ascertained that his bonds, in- 
stead of being for $2,500, were for $10,000. His 
father, ex-Alderman A. C. Westervelt, William A. 
Ripley, and F. M. Tichenor are his sureties. The 
warrant for his arrest was made with District At- 
torney Abeel as the complainant, and charges him 
with forgery. Richard A. Finn, a clerk in the Con- 
troller’s office, has been appointed in his place. 

Palmer was first nominated for City Auditor by 
Mayor Yates, a Republican; but the vote on his 
confirmation showed 8 Democratic and 8 Repub- 
lican votes in his favor and 12 Republican and 1 
Democratic yotes against him. 
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CLEMENCY T0 A DISHONEST TELLER. 

On Sept. 27 last George W. Hunt, who for 
25 years had filled the position of Paying Teller in 
the Importers and Traders’ National Bank, was 
arrested on acharge of appropriating moneys of 


the bank to his own use. It was claimed that he 
had embezzled in all about $12,000, and he was in- 
dicted on the specific charge of having in April 
last stolen $5,000. He was committed to the 
‘ombs, and, being unable to procure bail, remained 
in prison until be was brought to the Court of 
General Sessions yesterday. Assistant District At- 
torney Beecher presented to the court a resolution 
adopted by the Directors of the bank on the 17th 
inst., setting forth that inasmuch as Hunt had 
served the institution faithfully for years and was 
in failing health, 1t was their desire that criminal 
proceedings against him sbould be discontinued. 
On this state of facts he moved for the discharge 
of the defendant on his own recognizance. Re- 
corder Smyth made an order complying with the 
request of the District Attorney and the bank Di- 
rectors, and discharged the aecused. Hunt, whois 
sickly and advanced in years, appears very much 
broken down by his confinement.

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A POLICEMAN CENSURED.

AN -UNNECESSARY USE OF FIRE-ARMS— 
WHAT TUE RECORDER SAID. 

On the afternoon of Sept. 23, Officer Philip 
F. Mahony, of the Seventh Precinct, saw a lad of 
16, named Christopher McDonnell, leaving the 


premises No, 32 Front-street, having in his posses- 
sion two coats. The boy ran toward a lumber pile 
adjoining pursued by the officer, who called on him 
to stop. The fugitive paid no attention 
the order, whereupon the officer drew his 
revolver and shot nim in the arm, wound- 
ing him so severely that he was confined to 
hospital for several weeks. The coats found in 
McDonnell’s possession had been stolen from the 
office of No. 32 Front-street, which had been broken 
into. In the General Sessions Court, yesterday, 
McDonnell was piaced on trial for burgiary. The 
jury found him guilty, and, after rendering their 
verdict, said: 

“We desire to say that, in our opinion, Officer Ma- 
hony deserves severe censure. We do not think it 
Was necessary that he should have resorted to the ex- 
treme measure of shooting at this boy, who had evi- 
dently committed only a mlnor offense, in broad day- 
light, thus placing his life in danger.” 

Recorder Smyth, addressing the officer, whom he 
called to the bar, said: ‘‘ I fully concur in what the 
jury have said. You have shown that you do not 
know the use for which weapons were put into 
your hands. You were given the authority of a 
Poliee officer in order to protect the lives, limbs, 
and property of eitizens, and you should be 
ashamed at the abuse of it developed by this case. 
Policemen should not suppose that they are au- 
thorized to shoot at every person whom they may 
feel disposed to maim or kill. The law empowers 
them to use their weapons only in serious emergen- 
cies. Iam disposed to support Police officers in 
every instanee where they keep within the law: 
but if an officer is arraigned in this court on the 
charge of wantonly or unnecessarily shooting a 
citizen, and is proved guilty. he may expect the 
severest treatment from me.’’ The Recorder then 
remanded the boy for sentence, and the officer Jeft 
the court-room looking very much like a man who 
felt ashamed of himself.
